- gessions, probably of fifty days each, be- 

: the fourth Wednesday in June 
1903, and the same time in June 1904. 

Generally speaking the present genral 
ggsembly has proven itself an excellent 
working body. The senate was quiet, 
orderly and dignfied; it performed its 
work expeditiously and the clerk's desk 
-qas cleared every day befere adjourn- 
‘ment. Its members, while. firm In posi- 
. tlons taken, were n& inordinately com- 
pative: they usually knew just what they 
wanted to do with & measure as soon as 
it was read. Consequently debate was 
prief, understanding of a proposition was 
goon reached and a vote was promptly 
taken. 

While on the other hand tne house was 
turbulent and scrappy, and its members 
fond of debate, still it managed to act 
expeditious!y and always after due delib- 
eration. Many members of the house 
seemed to feel in an extraordinary de- 
gree, the burden of responsibility upon 
their shoulders; they wanted to m3%@ ap- 
parent by more than a mere vote the 
deep interest they took in propdsfXions 
that were presented. Of course there were 
many who never did more than vote, but 
out of 175 members there was an unusual 
number who wanted to be heard on many 
queStiohs under discussion, and some of 
them had a word to say about everything 
that appeared to have two sides to it. 
Tne result was debate had to be limited 
more frequently than usual; individual 
speeches were cut by resolution to five or 
ten minutes, and often debate on each 
proposition was limited in total to haif 
an hour. The call for the previous ques- 
tion often saved the day, and there were 


‘few propositions on which the call was 


not made. 

One taing noted about the house is 
that it has no well defined leaders. There 
are plenty of aggressive fighters, but the 
house would follow in its vote one lead- 
ing member as often as {ft did another. 
At the same time the result on a propo- 
sition was often changed by a well timed 
‘gpeech, on several occasions a large ma-~ 
jority vote on a proposition being over- 
whelmingly reversed. As a working body, 
however, both on tne floor and In commit- 
tee rooms, the house “‘made good.’’ 


Important Work Done. 

It has often been the case that the only 
important work accomplished at the first 
session, outside of the passage of local 
bills and a few general bills of minor im- 
portance, was the passage of the genera] 
appropriations bill and the gemeral tax 
act. These measures have heretofore been 
put through at the first session, and the 
following session has been reserved for 


other work.

measures, some of which were «finally 
made, but it has had to deal with at 
least two bills which precipitated as 
+e if not more discussion than they 

Reference ia made to the franchise tax 
and the summer sessions acts. Neither 
appropriations nor general taxes led to 
wider discussion or harder fighting than 
did the proposition to tax the franchises 
of public utility corporations: and while 
the success of the measure was  ex- 
traordinary and beyond the hope even 
of its warmest advocates, it had a severe 
Struggle for that result from start to 
finish. 

The passage of the franchise tax bill 
and the summer sessions bill may be 
added to the credit of the present general 
assembly as just so much more work 
than is usually accomplished at first ses- 
sions. And yet it is quite probable had 
these measures not even made their ap- 
pearance, the time given to them would 
have gone to the consideration of the 
appropriations and tax bills. The only 
reason these measures did not take up 
more time was that the legislature did 
not have it to give, and this is evidenced 
by the fact that it sat nearly two hours 
after the legal adjournment hvur before 
it finally reached an agreement to use 
the public property fund as had been pro- 
posed. ; 


An Experiment in Georgia. 

Georgia is the first state in the south 
to pass a law taxing the franchises of 
public utility corporations. New York, 
New Jersey and one or two other states 
in the north and west have such laws, 
but they have been untried in the south. 
Therefore, it is impossible to say what 
will be the result of the law passed by 
the present general assembly. 

The passage of this act is looked upon 
as the most important work done at the 
present session, and there is a great deal 
of interest to know what the return will 
be to the state as a result of it. It is 
impossible to .tell what revenue the state 
will receive from this source. Phere is a 
prévailing belief that it will add many 
millions to the taxable values in Geor- 
gia; many who have given the question 
much study say the increase will be small 
in comparison to what is expected. It is 
pointed out that in New York state, 
where ‘the value of corporations runs up 
into the billions, only something over 
$17,000,000 was added to taxable values. 
Comparatively speaking, however, many 
“tg for better results from the Georgia 
aw. 

The operations of the law will be 
awaited with a great deal of interest, but 
it will be some time next fall, at the 
earliest, before it can be known what 
results may be expected. It may be 
that the law will have to run the gamut 
of the courts, in which event the final 
effect may not be known until the fol- 
lowing year. How is a franchise going 
to be valued? everybody is asking, and 
every move made under the bill will be 
closely watched. 


The Public Property Fund. 


The question the congideration of which 
consumed as much, if not more, time than 
any other before the general assembly 
was that of the disposition of the public 
property fund. It was on that issue tnat 
the house and senate locked horns and 
stayed there beyond the midnight hour. 
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fund should be used to pay interest, and 
that much money which is collected by 
taxation for the. purpose of paying in- 
terest will be ‘turned into the general 
fund. The senate gave in on many ques- 
tions, but on this it took a determined 
stand and demonstrated clearly that it 
could not be moved. 

The adoption of this amendment to the 
general appropriations bill will add about 
$122,000 to the genera: fund and will re- 
duce the expected deficit in the treasury 
for 19% to that extent. With the use of 
this money as provided the-deficit in the 
treasury for next year, according to the 
figures of, Chairman Davis, of the house 
appropriations committee, will be only 
about $65,000. 

Here is. a chance for the franchise tax 
act to get in its work, but whether it will 
be equal to wiping out the deficit is a 
question that only time will develop. 


An Important Victory. 


One of the most important victories 
gained was the removal from the general 
tax bill of section 18, proposing to tax 
foreign corporations doing business in 
the state. Most. of these corporations 
have only an office and a stenographer in 
Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta, Columbus, 
Macon or one of the other cities of the 
state, yet it was proposed to make them 
pay for this privilege an occupation tax 
of $25 to $1,000, depending on the amount 
of their capital stock. This Whs looked 
upon by many as a tax on the agents 
of these companies merely for the privi- 
lege of living in Georgia. There are 148 
corporations of other states having offices 
in Atlanta alone, with an average capital 
Stock of $500,000 each, and they would 
have had to pay a total tax of something 
like $75,000 or $80,000 under the section 
proposed. This, it is said, would nave 
been a burden sufficient to have driven 
at least one-half, if not more, of these 
representatives of outside interests away 
from Atlanta. The question caused a hard 
fight, the senate having eliminated the 
amendment, and the house manifesting 
some disposition to insist on it. By a 
close vote, however, the house struck it 
out, practically at the last moment. lt 
was considered a victory for the whole 
State, because the loss would have been 
general, it is said, had these interests 
been driven away from Georgia. 

The features of the general appropria- 
tions bill and general tax act are fa: 
miliar, The Constitution having given 
yesterday a full account of the changes 
made. The franchise tax bill having 
passed, the franchise tax section of the 
general tax bill was considered unnece& 
sary and was stricken out. 

The senate won a distinct victory in 
insisting that these bills should both be 
Operative for a period of two years be- 
cause the next session can be given to 
other measures without having its time 
taken up by these important bills. - 

This same legislature will, however, 
have to pass general appropriations and 
tax bills at the summer session of 190, 
because the next legislature will not 
meet until the summer of 1905, when it 
will be too late for it to do this work. 


The Summer Sessions. 


The passage of the summer sessions 
bia gives the present legislature ciuree 
sessions, and it Is stated that each of 
these sessions will be of fifty days’ du- 
ralion. There was a 0belief in some 
quarters, it is stated, that only twenty- 
five days would be consumed in 1903 and 
the same time in 1904. 

“It is safe to assert that each of the 
summer sessions will be of fifty days du- 
ration,’’ remarked a prominent member 
of the house yesterday. ‘‘The legislature 
itself is the sole judge of that question, 
and there is no doubt whatever that 
both houses will decide to: sit fifty aays. 
In fact this will be practically necessary, 
because there is a mass of general legis- 
lation that goes over to the next session, 
then in 1904 it will be necessary again 
to prepare general appropriations and 
tax bills. This latter could not be done 
in twenty-five days, as has been demon- 
strated. The result will be to give the 
present legislature 150 instead of 100 days, 
and each member a salary of $600 instead 
of 3$400.”’ 

Another effect of fhe pill will be to 
extend the terms of the present governor 
anu state house officers for eight months. 
The next election will not be held until 
October, 1904, after the last session of 
tne present general assembly, d eight 
months before the next one nvenes. 
The present governor and state house 
officers, therefore, will have to hoid 
over until the new ones can qualify, which 
Wis be in June, 1905. 

Some Important Bills. 

While very few general bills, ovftside 
of those mentioned, went through at this 
session, there were one or two measures 
of importance \and interest that were 
passed, 

Chief among these may be mentioned 
the law of which Mr. Brinson, of. De- 
catur, was the author, prohibiting the 
sale of adulterated Georgia cane sirup 
unless the marks on the package indi- 
cate specifically that it is adulterated, 
and name the constituent elements. Vio- 
lation of this law is a misdemeanor. It 
was put through in the interest of the 
south Georgia cane growers. 

Another measure which will be com- 
mended is the bill by Mr. Felder, - of 
Biob, to prevent the sale of cocaine ex- 
cept on a physician’s prescription, the 
same as other poisonous drugs. This bi.i 
has already been signed by the governor 
and is now a law. 

Several bills amending the code so as 
to technically perfect various laws were 
passed, among them being a measure by 

.r. Slaton, of Fulton, making it equally 
criminal to cheat and swindle a firm or 
corporation as to swindle an individual. 

About 100 local bills were put through, 
al. some law in almost every county in 
the state was changed. The Constitution 
gives elsewhere a list of the bills that 
have so far been signed by the governor 


and are now laws.

London, December 3.—Early in January 
g trial is*coming off that promises to have 
almost as mucn interest in America as in 
England. The Dowager Lady Cook, fa- 
mous some twenty years ago throughout 
the length and breadth of the United 
States as Tennessee Claflin, is to be sued 
for $50,000 for slander by John Henry Wal- 
lace, a portiy, middle aged, dignified look- 
ing littl man who used to serve her 
ladyship as a sort of private secretary 
and general family factotum. Wallace 
claims that after the death of the enor- 
mously wealthy Sir Francis Cook in Feb- 
ruary, 1901, tne widow made public state- 
ments to the effect that Wallace, for the 
purpose of blackmail, had circulated sto- 
ries that she had murdered Sir Francis. 
Other charges and countercharges of a 
similar nature are threatened. 

I interviewed Lady Cook today con- 
cerning these charges. ‘I am anxious,” 
she said, ‘‘to have the case come to trial. 
It will be more sensational tnan this 
Lady Hartopp-Edri Cowley divorce suit 
that all London is talking about now, but 
I propose to have my character vindi- 
cated. Everybody knows I loved and 
cared for Sir Francis, and I will spare 
no money or pains to have these horrible 
charges against me fully ventilated. Hun- 


dreds of friends are coming forward vol- 
untarily to testify in my behalf, and be- 
fore we get through with it the people | 
in my beloved America shall know how 
l have suffered. The cnildren of Sir 
Francis and the first Lady Cook are ail 
with me in this fight, and there shall be 
no compromise.”’ 

Almost immediately after the death of 
the aged baronet, Lady Cook declared 
that stories were being circulated that 
she had knocked her husband down, caus- 
ing injuries which had brought about his 
death. She went to the home secretary 
and demanded permission to have the 


body disinterred in order tnat the stories 
might be disproved. The government of- 
ficials, after somé consideration, said the 
stories were so evidently absurd and so 
manifestly without foundation that they 
couldn't: think of letting the sorrowing 


widow open her husbdand’s grave to prove 
something that needed no proof. The ex- — 
vitement of it all proved too much for 
her ladyship’s nerves, and she Was sé- 
riously ill for a long time thereafter. 
emerging from retirement into publicity 
again only a few weeks ago with a big 


dinner to the Boer generals who Were in * 


London. 

Lady Cook’s sister. Victoria Woodhull 
Martin, who once ran for president of the 
Inited States, is also living in London. 
She likewise married an aged millionaire 
who presently died and left her all his 
money. She started a magazine called 
The FJumanitarian, but that is now de- 
funct. The larger share of the Cook 
millions went to the eldest son, Sir Fred- 
erick Cook, who is a member of parlila- 
ment, head of the great wholesale dry 
goods house of Cook & Bon, and known in 
sporting circles as an expert whip. He 
also inherited Doughty house in Rich- 
mond, with one ef the finest private col- 
lections in the country of paintings by old 
masters. The Dowager Lady Cook, how- 
ever, is said to have’ received a million. 
She now lives in state in a family hotel 
in Kensington, and fs busily planning to 
establish various public institutions of a 
somewhat indefinite nature. According to 
her own story, Commodore Vanderbilt 
once asked her to marry him, and she 
and her sister were fora time his brokers 
in Wall street. Although the two elsters 
live near each other In London there is 
now no particular sympathy between 
them.

Anyone To Give Medicine

The supreme court of the state has just 
so decided in the peculiar and Interesting 
case of Sion Justice, who was convicted 


in the city court of Dublin before Judge |

The indictment was drawn charging a 
violation of section 708 of the penal code, 
which makes it a misdemeanor for any 
one to torture, torment, deprive of neces- 
sary sustenance, mutilate, etc., any child. 

Under this indictment Sion Justice was 
convicted in the city court of Dublin on 
October. 6, 1992, and fined $300, the evi- 
dence presented being to the effect that 


when his child was sick he persistentiy | 


refused to give it medicine or to permit 
it to be given medicine, with the result 
that it died. Justice Is a Christian Scien- 
tists and practiced the methods of his 
religion Welief in attempting to restore 
his child to health. 

Supreme Court’s View. 

The supreme court says in a brief but 
pointed opinion that each ground in the 
motion for new trial presented is suffi- 
cient cause for the granting of a new 
trial. The theory that Justice was guilty 
of depriving his child of necessary sus- 
tenance because, on account of his re- 
ligious belief he refused to procure medi- 
cine for him when sick, does not hold, 
says the court. It is not shown that he 
deprived his child of food. It was shown 
that Justice provided for his family in 
a decent and respectable manner, and the 
sum and substance of the complaint was 
expressed in this statement of one of the 
witnesses: 

“The only thing I have to compiain of 
is that he does not give any medicine.”’ 

In the court’s opinion, rendered by As- 
sociate Justice Little, the court says: 

“In our opinion there is a very great* 
difference between depriving a child of 
sustenance and refusing to permit medi- 
cine to be administered to him. Suste- 
nance is ‘that which supports life; food, 
victuals, provisions,’ while medicine is 
defined to be ‘any substance administered 
in the treatment of diseases: a remedial 
agent; a remedy; physic.’ Our statute 
in the use of the word ‘sustenance’ means 
that necessary food and drink which is 
sufficient to support life and maintain 
health. And evidence that while a fa- 
ther fully provides for the wants of his 
children as to food, he refused to permit 
them to take medicine, will not support a 
conviction under this statute; and we 
know of no provision in our penal stat- 
ute to meet a case of this character. 

“It appears from the evidence that un- 
der a belief characterized as a religious 
belief the father conscientiously pro- 
hibits the use of any kind of medicine 
by any member of his family. From the 
standpoint which a majority of us occu- 
py this is a grave and grievous error 
of judgment and oftentimes would de- 
prive those who are nearest and dearest 
to us of the means of alleviating pain 
and suffering. But while this is true, it 
canmot be corrected as the law now 
stands through the medium of a criminal 
prosecution. Each ground of the mo- 
tion embodies good cause for setting 
aside the verdict, and the trial judge 
erred in overruling the motion for a new 
trial.’’

AFTER OLD CAR SHED

Deve That Comfort of the 
Public Gemands Certain 
Repairs, 


ROADS WILL BE HEARD 
AT JANUARY MEETING 


Are Notified of Wishes of the Com- 
mission and Will Be Asked To 
Submit Plans and Speci- 
fications of Improve- 
ments in View. 


The question of requiring the authori- 
ties of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
louis Railway Company to repair the old 
depot is up again. 

At a meeting of the state railroad com- 
mission, to be held January 9, that body 
will take undef consideration the mat- 
ter of having the passenger station put 
in such condition as the public comfort 
and convenience may demand. 

During the meeting the commissioners 
will stand ready to hear from the au- 
thorities of the roads what repairs and 
improvements they propose to make, 
Plans and epecifications of the improve- 
ments will be in order and the railroads 
have been notified of the contemplated 
action of the commission. 


State Took No Action. 

This notice, acquainting the railroad 
authorities of the meeting and its object, 
has been issued by the commission 
through its chairman, Judge Spencer R. 
Atkinson. The action was decided upon 
because of the failure of the general as- 
Sembly to make any move in the direc- 
tion of having a new depot coristructe 
on the state’s property. : 

The commissioners state that, from an 
inspection of the car shed, made upon 
their own motion, they are of the opinion 
the depot is not in such condition as to 
meet the requirements of the comfort and 
convenience of the general traveling pub- 
lic, 

Many sections of the roof of the old 
depot have been entirely removed, and 
it is understood that the roads contem- 
plate making certain repairs. Just what 
these repairs are to be the commission 
desires to know, and the parties at in- 
terest will be given an opportunity to 
make an explanation when the commis- 
sion holds it January meeting. 

Notice of Meeting. 

The following is a copy of the notice 
prepgred by the railroad commission 
relative to the matter: 

It appearing that no legislative action 
has been taken by the general assembly 
at the present session looking to the con- 
Struction of a new passenger depot in 
the city of Atlanta upon the site owned 
by the state in said city, and upon which 
the passenger depot now stands, and the 
commissioners being of the opinion, from 
personal inspection of said depot and 
premises, made upon their own motion, 
that the same are not’in such condition 
as to meet the requirements of the con- 
venience and comfort of the traveling 
public at Atlanta, that notice be. given 
the authorities of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad and the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis Railway Company, 
in said city, that the railroad commission 
of Georgia will, at a meeti to be held 
at its office in Atlanta on Friday, the 9th 
day of January, 1903, take under consid- 
eration the question of requiring the said

depot building, in order to render the 
Same adequate to the requirements of 
the public comfort and convenience, and 
this to the end that the commission may 
then make such orders in the premises 
as may seem mete and proper. Please 
take notice accordingly.

174. People’s Bank o/ Talbotton v. Exchange 
Bank of Macon. Exceptions to auditor's re.

Fish, J.—!. A bank the charter of which 
provides that the total liability to it of any 
person ‘‘for borrowcd morey shall at 
no time exceed one-tenth part of the capital 
etock of said bank paid in,’ and also that 
the stock of eny stockholder fm such bank 
‘shall be held. bound to the bank for any 
dues or other indebtedness by said stock- 
holder to the baink,’’ and it shall have a lien 
‘upon the same superior to all other liens,” 
has, by virtue of its charter, a lien on the 
highest dignity upon the stock of a stockholder 
tO an amount not exceeding ten per cent cf 
the capitel stock of the bank actually paid 
in, notwithstanding it may have violated the 
terms of its charter by loaning to such stock- 
holder a sum largely in excess of that which 
it was thereby authorized to permit him to 
borrow. 

2. Where the charter of the bank further 
provides that no assignment of stock shall be 
valid as against it, unless a formal transfer 
ot the same te made on its books, it ts the 
right of the bank to treat a stockholder as the 
true owner of stock issued to him, and to deal 
with him accordingly, until it receives notice 
that the stockholder has assigned his stock 
to a third person; aliter, after notice is 
brought home to the bank, even though there 
has been no attempt on his part to secure a 
formal transfer of the stock upon its booxs. 

. A corporation is not to be charged with 
notice of facts of which its president acquires 
knowledge while dealing in his private ca- 
pacity and in his own behalf with third per- 
sons; nor is knowledge on his part thus 4ac- 
quired imputable to the corporation when, 
acting through another official, it deals with 
him at arm’s length as with any other indi- 
vidual representing himself alone, 

4. While a tank which has violated its

From North to Soutn There's 
a Mantle of Snow, 


To Add to the Discomfort in Places 
There Is a Shortage of Coal. 
Twelve Inches of Snow

New York, December 13.—The state of 
New York from north to south tonight 
ig covered with snow and in many sec- 
tions blizzard weather prevails, adding to 
the discomfort occasioned by the shortage 
of coal. In New York city and vicinity 
@ fine anow, the kind that usually stays, 
was falling all day, to be turned into 
siush in the crowded streets and provid- 
ing good sleigh roads in the parks.

Normal and Industrial College.

Postmaster Blodgett yesterday after- 


noon prepared the following list of sug- | 


gestions to senders of Christmas mail, 
which will prove of much benefit, and 
if followed prevent possible annoyance: 

‘1, Have your packages wrapped se- 
curely, but without sealing, in stout pa- 
per. These packages are thrown together 
into canvas sacks; the sacks are piled on 
top of each other, and your packages inay 
be subjected to great weight over. it and 
crushed, or when the sack is emptied it 
may be torn. 

‘2. See that. your package is accurately 
weighed, in order that the full amount of 
postage required may be affixed in stamps.

Hundreds of packages last 
Christmas were either delayed or never 
easily examined.”’ 

To Relieve Crowded Condition. 

Commencing on tomorrow, all second- 
class mail matter will hereafter be han- 
died in the basement of the postoffice 
annex.

FORVON SUELOW 


German Chancellor Is Rudely 


Treaied in Reichstag, 


He Attempts To Speak on the Tariff 
Bill, but the Socialists Drown 
His Voice by a Storm of 
Jeers. 


Berlin, December 13.—In the reichstag 
today Chancellor von Buelow opened the 
discussion of the third reading of the 
tariff bill, saying that the allied govern- 
ments had agreed on the bill as it 
passed its second reading and also would 
accept the abolition of the municipal 
octrois, now that the date of its taking 
effect had been fixed for 1910. ‘The, gov- 
ernment also had agreed that at a future 
date a pension fund be established for 
widows and orphans from the proceeds 
of the tariff revenues, and accepted the 
Herold motion, according to which ani- 
mals and meats will not have minimum 
duties and the duties on grains as 
charged from the committee figures to 
those of the government except malting 
barley, the duty on which is raised from 
75 cents to $1, and that other barley will 
be without a minimum duty. 

When the chancellor proceeded to ex- 
plain that the government, in accepting 
the increase of the minimum on malting 
barley, did not act inconsistently with 
its previous declarations, which merely 
applied to barley in general, the socialists 
laughed ironically, whereupon the chan- 
cellor begged to be heard, quietly add- 


Ing: 

“J sat here on Thursday listening pa- 
tlently and behaving decently during 
Herr Bebel’s long polemical speech. I 
Shall thank you if you adopt a similar 
attitude when I shall speak.,’’ 

As the socialists continued thelr laugh- 
ter, Herr von Ballestrem rang his béll 
and asked the members of the house to 
hear the chancellor quietly. The soctal- 
ists replied, jeeringly: 

“Why, we are only laughing.”’ 

The chancellor then proceeded, saying 
that the customs offloers easily distin- 
guished malting from feed barley, and 
closed by saying: 

“The allied governments hope this high 
houge, through its decisions on the third 
reading of the bill, will bring about uni- 
son between the bundesrath and _ the 
reichstag and thereby complete the great 
work of tariff reform for the | father- 
land, , 

“While the government’s original fig- 
ures On grain are restored, the committee 
increases in other sections stand, includ- 
ing heavy advances on animals and 
meats above the government's figures. 
The former tariff became a general tariff 
which will be enforced, except where 
commercial treaties may be made.’”’ 

After Herr Richter and others had spo- 
ken Herr Barth made a sharp attack on 
Chancellor von Buelow, who replied, 
praising the patriotic spirit of the ma- 
jority party and admitting that he had 
taken an active part in effecting a com- 
promise on the tariff bill in the form of 
a practical basis for arranging efficient 
commercial treaties, which would surely 
be .reached with the good will of both 
sides. But the situation was not helped 
when Dr. Barth and his friends asserted 
that Germany had more need for treaties 
than other countries. The chancellor 
said: 

“TI wish to warn foreign countries 
against attaching too great weight to 
such assertions. We are not in a posi- 
tion of economic distress which compels 
us to pass through the caudine forks. 
Germany is the best buyer in the world. 
Our imports exceed our- exports by a 
billion. Other states have precisely the 
same tnterest in the renewal of treaties 
as we have.”’ 


HARVEY LOGA 
TO SERVE TIME 


Application for New Trial 
Denied by Judge C, D. 
Clark. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Decembar 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)j—Judge CC. D. Clark today denied 
Harvey Logan, the alleged Montana train 
robber, a new trial, and passed the writ 
of error up to Judge H. H. Lurton, of the 
United States court of appeals, to be 
acted upon within the next two weeks. 
Judge Laurton may dispose of the writ 
at Nashville next week. 

In the motion for a new trial Logan’s 
attorneys charged that Juryman Tallent 
had expressed an opinion previous to the 
trial. Affidavits were introduced by the 
government disproving this, and Judge 
Clark sustained Tallent as competent. 
The judge regentenced Logan to serve in 
the federal prison at Columbus, Ohio, sen- 
tence to date from today. He is to serve 
twenty years and is fined $5.000. 

The stipulation that Logan igs to be re- 
turned to Tennessee authorities after he 
servés his term at Columbus is referred 
to the United States court of appeals. 

Logan will remain here until December 
28, when he will be taken to Columbus, 
unless the court of appeals interferes, 

Increase in Wages. 

It is unofficialy announced here that 
the advance in wages for the Southern 
railway conductors all over the system 
will date from December 1. The conduct- 
ors will be paid by the mile instead of by 
the trip. Passenger conductors running 
3,500 to 4,000 miles per month get $9; those 
running 4,00 to 4,500 get $95; from 4,500 to 
5,000, $100; from 5,000 to 5,500, $106; 5,500 to 
6,000, $110; from 6,000 to 7,000, $120; all over 
7,000 miles $125 per month. Freight can- 
ductors will be paid $2.9 per 100 miles; 
work train conductors will get an increase 
fo 20 cents per day on regular runs and 
% cents per day on extra work trains 
There are a few conductors on very short 
runs whv will continue to be paid by the 
trip on account of the smaliness of the 
mileage.

Desiroyed by tire 


Old Virginia Mansion with Great 
Collection of _Heirlooms and 
Curios Burns — No Insu- 
rance — Dial Rock 
Falls. 


Richmond, Va., December 13.—(Special.) 
Burleigh hall, one of the stateliest co- 
lonial buildings in Virginia, burned last 
night with al its contents of costly 
curios and heirlooms of inestimable val- 
ue. The building of brick and in fine 
repair stood in Cumberland county, and 
for generations has been known for its 
broad hospitality. According to Virginia 
custom, it was hog killing time, and the 
fire that destroyed the noble old resi- 
dence started in the basement, where the 
rendering of lard had gone on ali day. 

The owner. F. P. Flippen, had only 
time to wake his children, and to take 
them out in their night dress. The house 
contained a very valuable collection of 
Orienta curios and a rare library collect- 
ed by the late Rev. W. E. Morrison, a 
chaplain in the navy. These, with a solid 
silver service, rare cut glass and other 
heirlooms were destroyed. 

There was no insurance. 

Dial Rock Falls. 

Dial Rock, a natural wonder lacated at 
the top of. the Alleghany range, 3 miles 
from the town of Tazewell, has falien, 
and lies in a broken mass a mile down 
the mountain in a pile of debris swept 
along in its own. destruction. It was a 
high point famous for picnics, and from 
a distance had the anpearance of an 
old garden sun dial.

WEEKLY DATA 
AS T0 COTTON 


Judge Adamson Proposes To 
Have Reports Furnished 
If Possible. 


Washington, December 13.—(Sp§cial.)— 
Director of the Census Merriam was put 
through a vigorous cross-examination by 
Judge Adamson, of Georgia, when he ap- 
peared before the house committee on 
commerce today to give his views on the 
bill to create a new department of com- 
merce. 

The special pointe upon which he was 
examined by the Géeorgiarf had relation 
to the possibility of securing weekly re- 
ports on the cotton ¢rop, in the interest 
of southern planters. When John Hyde, 
statistician of the department of agri- 
culture, was Before the committee a few 
days ago, Judge Adamson succeeded in 
getting from him an expression favor- 
able to weekly reports, and he pursued 
the subject with Governor Merriam to- 
day. The director. of the census agreed 
that it is possible to secure such weekly 
reports which, in Judge Adamson’s 
opinion, will be most beneficial to the 
planters, saving them from the manipu- 
lators of the cotton market. p 

Director Merriam acknowledged that 
the census law provides for weekly re- 
ports from September to April of each 
year, and said these would be given 
through his bureau as soon as he got the 
necessary machinery. If, as seems prob- 
able, the cénsus bureau is put under the 
new department, Judge Adamson wili 
endeavor to have the provision concern- 
ing cotton reports extended so as to 
provide for weekly reports during the en- 
tire year.

tinue until Monday. Then there will be 
evolutions by the vessels forming the di- 
visions, to be folowed December ]7, 18 and 
19 by fleet evolutions. Between December 
19 and 29 there will be.a holiday at the 
various ports. 

Admiral Dewey has announced the fleet 
organization to *be as follows: 

The First Squadron—Rear Admiral Hig- 
ginson commanding. 

First Division—Kearsarge, 
Magsachusetts and Iowa. . 

Second Division—Rear Admiral Crown- 
inshield commanding; LUllinois, Indiana, 
Texas and Olympia 

Second Squadron—Rear Admiral Sumner 
commanding. 

Third Division—Chicago, Raleigh, *Cin- 
cinnati and Newark.

A Fake Language Nipped in the Bud. 


Londen Athendeum: Some few years 
ago the worid @f OrientalisiS was Slarr 
tied by the arriVal from Chinese lurkes- 
ian of manuscripts and books in a script 
which was quite unknown. The writing 
was small and t@. some siight degree it 
resembied Javanhgse. The material on 
which they were,written and printed Was 
paper, and the-‘diswyiét in ‘which they 
were said’ to havé been found was in the 
desert north of a caravan route between 
Guma and Khotan. 

The circumstances of their discovery 
were most minutely related. The finder, 
Islam Akhum, stated that in traversing 
the _— he diecovered traces of a 
dwelling, which, on being unearthed, 
proved to be a house in tolerable repair. 
On entering the portal he faced the figure 
of a man seated at a table, who crum- 
bled to pieces when touched; and in a 
corner of this mysterious room he found 
a box containing the manuscripts and 
books, which he was subsequently able 
to dispose of at remungrative fo 
Some of these manuscripts reached Eng- 
land: others found their way to Calcutta, 
where they ‘were submitted to a long 
and critical investigation at. the hands 
of Dr. Hoernie—needless to say, without 
result. 

The story of the discovery was of a’ 
nature’ to arouse suspicion, though the 
forging 'was very cleverly executed, and 
Mr. Stein, when starting’ on his: missi 
to Chinese Turkestan, was prepared t 
find that andOther and more reasonable 
explanation could be found for the exist- 
ence of the manuscripts than that of- 
fered by Islam Akhum. This expecta- 
tion was most . satisfactorily . verified. 
Having discovered the discoverer, he was 
able by a careful cross-examination to 
elicit from him the full story of the con- 
cocted manuscripts and books. With 
great care the forger had prepared the 
paper, written the unknown characters 
and buried the volume ‘for a time in thé 
sand to give them the necessary Jook of 
a subterranean find. With such easé 
was hhe able to dispose of these docu- 
ments that he conceived the idea of print- 
ing others from wooden blocks. Thig he 
did, and with the most satisfactory re- 
sults so far as his pocket was concerned, 
as he was thus able to supply the mar- 
ket with greater ease and range 

His full confession puts an end to all 
doubt as to the authenticity of the sus- 
pected documents, and it would be some 
consolation to know that Islam  Akhum 
was likely to be punished for his offenses. 
But forgeries and deceptions enter so 
largely into Oriental life that lawgivers 
are not disposed to exact penalties for 
such general crimes.

Scranton, Pa., December 13.—Wlinesses 
before the anthracite coal strike commis- 
sion today testified to the conditions ex- 
isting at the collieries of the Philadelphia 
and Realing Coal and [Iron Company. 
These were the first witnesses to appear 
against the company 6f. which George F. 
Baer is the head, and coénsiderable inter- 
est was manifested as to the character 
of the evidence the miners would present 
egainst that company. Eight witnesses 
were called, and the principal grievance 
presented was that some men who went 
on strike have been discriminated against. 

There was a large number of other wit- 
nesses called during the two sessions, but 
most of the testimony heard was of a 
cumulative nature, relating mostly to al- 
legead unfair local conditions. Among the 
witnesses heard was President Mitchell. 
His testimony related principally to the 
manner in which he computed the aver- 
ages he gave yesterday, in which he 
showed that bituminous men_ received 
from 40 to 50 per cent more wages than 
the anthracite miners. Cougsel fdr the. 
Delaware and Hudson disputed Mitchell's 
method of arriving at the averages. 

The miners will close their case proba- 
bly*on Monday, when the operators will 
open their side. The coal compahies have 
decided to -~esent onl one opening argu- 
ment, and tormer Congressman Simon P. 
Wolverton, leading counsel ‘for the stead- 
ing company, will make the joint opening 
statement. Et 

A breaker boy, 10 years old, who was 
called this- afternoon, said that he re- 
ceived 65 cents a day. Last month he re- 
ceived only 25 cents, the remainder be:tix 
kept for rent by the Defaware and .iud- 
s0n company. He said he knew of anhe 
boy who received only one cent in a 
month. When he applied for work he 
misrepresented his age, but his mother 
has since given the compeny his correct 
age. He is stili employed by ‘the com- 
pany. : 

Practically the entire afternoon session 
was taken up with testimony of men 
who are or have been employed by the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and iron 
Company. The principal grievarce com- 
plained of by.the witnesses examined 
was that of discrimina..on.

Communication Is Read. 

Mrs. Wynne was the spokeswoman for 
the party. She read the following com- 
munication. which bore the signatures of 
the members of the Atlanta Equal Suf- 
ferage Association, to Mayor Mims: 

“Hon. Livingston Mims, Mayor of the 
City of Atlanta—Dear Sir: The under- 
signed tax-paying women of Atianta were 
appointed a committee by the Atlanta 
Equal Suffrage Association at its last 
meeting. to present the claims of the 
members—especially the tax-paying mem- 
bers—to the consideration of yourself, 
and through you to the aldermen and 
councilmen of the city of Atlanta. 

“We have watched with interest the 
movement to secure the issuance of bonds 
to the amount of eight hundred thousand 
dollars ($800,000) for which the rea] estate 
and personalty property of every citizen 
of Atlanta, irrespective of sex, will be held 
responsible. Men, both white and colored, 
Will vote on this bond issue whether they 
cwn real estate or not. Neither white 
flor colored women are permitted by bal- 
lot to say whether they wish those bonds 
issued’ or not, although 70 per cent of the 
tax money in 1896 was paid by women. 

“These women are among the best and 
most law-abiding citizens of Atlanta, and 
for this reason alone are entitled to the 
protection the law can give, as well as a 
voice in the government under which 
they live. They go regularly to the city 
hall and court house to return their prop- 
erty for taxation, and later on go to the

act of justice on the part of men who 
control, that these women shall be per- 
mitted to voice their sentiments at the 
ballot box whenever a bond issue is to 
be made, or tax money is to be spent in 
any way whatever. 

“Some years ago the majority of the 
voting population of the state of Louisi- 
ana decided that it was only just that 
taxpaying women of that state should 
vote on all questions submitted to the 
taxpayers. New Orleans had the most 
miserable system of waterworks, and 
her sanitary condition was far from be- 
ing above reproach. 

“By the woman's vote ail this has been 
changed, for women know that water, 
and plenty of it, is absolutely necessary 
in the city as well as in the home. The 
men of New Orleans, at least the bet- 
ter class of men, were loud in their 
praise of the women who voted for the 
bong issue which wdauld make New Or- 
leans, in a large measure, immune from 
the ravages of yellow fever. 

“Minnesota women vote on all ques- 
tions in which money is involved and 
which are submitted to the tax payers, 
and it has worked well in that state. 

“In the great state of New York, all 
women tax payers living in cities of the 
third class, yote on the issuance of bonds 
and on all questions submitted to the tax 
payers. An effort is being made to extend 
tuis privilege to women living in all cit- 
les in the state. The empire state of the 
south might learn something from the 
empire state of the union. 

“In Kansas, where women have muni- 
cipal suffrage, conditions improve stead- 
ily where women hve a voice in city 
and town governments. City govern- 
ments officered by women entirely have 
demonstrated beyond peradventure tnat 
women in municipal government have 
succeeded, where men have failed, in se- 
curing the thorough enforcement of the 
law. Every department has 
and Many hew departments were added, 
which brought about civic betterment. 
Less circumlocution, less red tapeism, 
and more practical work are the striking 
features when women assist in muni- 
cipal government. 

“In Wyoming, Colorado, Utah and Ida- 
ho, where no restrictions are placed on 
women; where they are equal Before the 
law with men, conditions for women have 
been greatly changed for their betterment 
and therefore for a general uplifting of 
humanity. 

“It is said, ‘The woman. voter is the 
terror of the crooked or odious politi- 
clans; they are more independent than 
men and are not wedded to party, .but 
will vote for the-best candidate every 
time, whether that candidate be a man 
or a woman.’ 

“In view of all these changes in d ffer- 
ent parts of the United States it will not 
therefore be considered absurd in Geor- 
gia. ‘one of the original thirteen,’ if she 
should, beginning at the capital city, At- 
lanta, proceed to franchise the women. 
It is a good time to set the ball of reform 
in motion by inviting the women to vote 
on the issuance of bonds to the tune of 
$800,000, 

‘‘‘Governments derive their just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed.’ 

“Taxation without representation is 
tyranny,’ our forefatners declared in 1776, 
and it is the same in 1902. 

“Taxation and representation are in- 
sepayable, therefore it is manifestly un- 
just that women in Atlanta should be 
forced to pay taxes on their property un- 
less they are permitted to vote for those 
who are to dispose of the funds thus se- 
cured. In view of this the Atlanta Equal 
Suffrage Association at its last meeting 
adopted the following: 

‘“‘Whereas, thefe is in contemplation a 
bond issue by the city of Atlanta amount- 
ing to $800,000, same to be expended for 
public improvements; and, 

“Whereas, the guarantee behind these 
bonds is not ‘alone the municipal tax- 
ing power, but the taxable property it- 
self, of every citizen of Atlanta, male 
and female; and, 

“Whereas, only males are allowed the 
privilege of voting in elections authoriz- 
ing the issuance of bonds; be it 


| “Resolved by the members of the At 


improved 
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lanta Equal Suffrage Association, That 
we hereby protest against a system 
which virtually. gives some Wall street 
or.other banker a lien on the property 
of the women tax payers of Atlanta 
without their..consent. or approval; and 
be it further 

‘Resolved, That while. we are loyal to 
every interest of our beloved city and 
proud of her growth and prosperity, we 
deem this a proper time to protest against 
her creating security liens on Our prdp- 
erty without at least allowing us a voice 
in the matter; and be it further 

“Resolved, That we go on record as 
pledging ourselves to take proper steps 
looking to the amending of our laws so 
that women property holders be allowea 
to vote on all future bond issues of the 
city of Atlanta.’ 

“Now, Mr. Mavor, we do not wish to 
defeat the bond issue, but we @tTe con- 
strained to ask for simple juste. We 
are the offspring of liberty-loving moth- 
ers and fathers and we deny the right of 
men who are only the other haif of our 
vommon humanity, to treat us as puppets 
and irresponsible creatures. Exempt our 
property from taxation (we can possibly 
endure the deprivation of the pleasure (°) 
of paying them) if you still decide that 
the women of Atlanta shall not nave a 
voice in the city government. 

“Treat us as well as you have treated 
the negro men who were once our slaves, 
and we will prove to you that we can 
be as patriotic and as valuable citizens 
as they are declared to be before .elec- 
tion day, or as the officeholders who are 
paid their salaries from tax money col- 
lected from widows, orphans and females 
from all grades of society in the metrop- 
olis of Georgia.”’ 

The Mayor Says Amen. 

Mayor Mims replied to the ladies very 
briefly. 

“IT echo amen, amen to everything you 
have said,’’ he declared, “for I am with

"aren in the presence of my friends, 
the newspaper men,’’ he continued, waving 
at those individuals, “I say that I am 
for equal suffrage for women, and I hope 
they will all soon have the right to vote.’’ 

Mayor Mims then made an appeal to 
the ladies to join their influence with 
hig in securing sufficient votes for the 
water and sewer bonds. 


The mayor declared that he would take 


up the matter with members of council 
at once, but as it is necessary for the 
legislature to change the state law be- 
fore women can vose it is believed at the 
city hall that council. will not take action 
for several months.

GOES ABROAD 


Over Half Million Lent to Old 
World as “Christmas 
Money,.”’ 


New York, December 18.—Over half a 
million dollars, or to be exact, $616,618, is 
now in the strong rooms of the big ocean 
steamers Kron Prinz Wilhelm and Um- 
brai, which cleared today for Bremen and 
Liverpool, This money is in the shape of 
34,442 postal money orders, drawn by the 
New York postoffice on 15 countries of 
Europe and sent home as “Christmas 
money’ by former residents of those 
countries who now make the United 
States their home. The 1902 shpment ex- 
ceeds that carried away by the Umbria 
on December 9 of last year by $296,256. 
Never before has such a gigantic ship- 
ment of money orders either in numbers 
or amount been made. 

In addition, the superintendent of the 
foreign mail says the regular mail 
pouches were packed full with Christ- 
mas presents for relatives and friends 
on the other side. This year Christmas 
mail, in every way, including registered 
mail, money orders, mail matter, dis- 
patched today by the Kron Prinz and 
Umbria exceeds by many thousands of 
pounds any previous shipment of Christ- 
mas mail.

New York, December . 13.—(Special.)— 
“Things look serious. This country has 
reached the top of its prosperity. If the 
serious downward movement has;not al- 
ready begun, it is not far off.’’ 

This statement was made by James J. 
Hill tn Chicago today, caused consterna- 
tion in Wall street and made the bears 
turn and attack the market furiously 
again. They carried all before them, The 
close was in confusion, and forebodings 
filled every office. 

The fact that Mr. Hill talks 80 seldom 
made his words carry more than usual 
weight. At first the genuineness of tae 
interview was doubted, but finally it was 
confirmed, and uneasiness was felt by 
the holders of securities. Many good 
financiers take issue with the great Trail- 
roader, however. Mr. Hill said further 
that while he was disposed to be cheerful 
about most things, he saw ngthing in 
the financial world to give any excuse for 
rejoicing. 

“There are more reasons than one for 
this.’ said he. “Chief among them is the 
uncertain state of mind in which the 
New York men find themselves from day 
to day. Uncertainty is the worse thing 
on earth for the moneyed interests of a 
country. They fear the United States will 
be drawn into a war with Pngland and 
Germany over tne Venezuelan trouble.

Many Plans Ae Proposed to 
~ the House Comte, 


Morrell Wants To Give the Attorney 
General $250,000 To Use in a 
Crusade Against the Com- 
bines—Sulzer Has 
a Plan. 


Washington, December 13.—Hearings 
Were begun today before the suhbcom- 
mittee of the judiciarv committee of the 
house, consisting of Representatives Lit- 
tlefield, of Maine; Overstreet. of Indiana; 
Powers, of Massachusetts; DeArmond, of 
Missouri, and Clayton, .of Alabama, on 
the anti-trust bills 

Representative Morrell, of Pennsylva- 
nia, who has introduced a resolution ap- 
propriating $260,000 for the use of the at- 
torney general in enforcing the Sherman 
anti-trust law, stated that he had shown 
his resolution to the attorney general, 
who, he said. was favorable to it. Mr, 
Morrell said also that he had shown the 
resolution to the president, who author- 
ized him to say that he was heaftily in 
favor of its provision. Mr. Morrell ex- 
plained that the president, howgver, had 
no thought of dictating in any way to 
the committee, 

Representative 


Gillette, of Massachu- 


setts, explained the purpose of his Dill, 


which provides for the seizure and con- 
demnation of any property “owned or 
manufactured under any contract or by 
any trust or combination or pursuant to 
any conspiracy forbidden by the laws of 
a state and being in the course of trans- 
portation from such state to another 
state.’ A maximum penalty of $20,000 
fine or five years’ imprisonment is im- 
posed. 

Representative H. C. Smith, of Mich- 
igan, who introduced in the house a joint 
resolution proposing an amendment to 
the constitution of the Unjted States, 
conferring upon congress the power to 
regulate and dissolve trusts and monopo- 
lies, submitted an argument in favor of 
his bill, the purpose being to clothe con- 
gress with power to act when deemed 
necessary,” 

Representative Shallenberger. of Ne- 
braska, was heard in support of his bill, 
providing for the appointment of a non- 
partisan eommission to investigate the 
subject of corporations and the effects 
of their formation upon the market and 
report results to congress. His bill also 
requires the publication of reports show- 
ing the condition of corporations and re- 
quires corporations to file statements 
with the commission. Penalties are pro- 
vided for non-compliance with the provi- 
sions of the bill, and for false returns. 

Representative Sulzer, of New York, 
explained the provisions of a bill which 
he has introduced, the points of which 
“T am 
in line tuday with the president of the 
United States,’’ said Mr. Sulzer, ‘‘on the 
trust question, and want to see this con- 
gress do something in line with his 
recommendations.’’ 

Representative Belle, of Colorado, was 
next heard. He is author of a bill re- 
quiring corporations having a capital 
stock of $100,000 or more to file with the 
secretary of the treasury annual state- 
ments under oath, giving detailed infor- 
mation regarding their condition, finan- 
cial and otherwise. The secretary is au- 
thorized under the b&} to make ryles and 
regulations which will enable him to 
obtain a complete exposition of the meth- 
ods of corporations in their dealings with 
the public, and the attorney general is 
directed to proceed against any concern 
making false returns. 


After hearing Joseph Nimmo, JZJr., the 


committee adjourned until Thuesday, 
when further hearings will be given. 


JOHN VAN HORNE IS DEAD. 


Louisville, Ky., December 13.—John Van 
Horne, former vice president of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, died at 
his home ‘n Pewee Valley, a suburb of 
Louisville, this afternoon. Mr. VanHorne 
was 75 years old. He acquired a knowl- 
edge of telegraphy ten years after its in- 
vention by Professor Morse. He served 
as manager for the Western Union at 
Sandusky and other places in Ohio, and 
was later made general superintendent of 
the organization. 

During the civil war Mr. VanHorne be- 
came president of the Southwestern Tele- 
graph Company, which operated within 
the confederate lines, and it was while 
serving in this capacity that by an act 
of personal honor he was enahled to save 
the interests of Professor Morse, which 
later ylelded him an issue of 350,000 worth 
of the Western Union stock. At the end 
of 1865 the United States, the Western 
Union and Southwestern Telegraph Com- 
panies consolidated, Mr. VanHorne being 
chosen as general superintendent of the 
southern division In 1878 he was elected 
vice president of the company, in which 
capacity he served until about four years 
ago, when he retired.

Writes to Governor Jelks of Alabama 
and Demands That Charges Be 
Preferred if He Has Broken 
Civil or Military Law 
of State.

Birmingham, Ala., December” 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The first shot in the war between 
Governor W. D. Jelks and Colonel E. L. 
Higdon, of the Third regiment, Alabama 


national guard, was fired today when the 


latter wrote the former demanding that 
he be reinstated to command of the Third 
regiment, from which he was removed 
on June 7 of this year without charges 
being’ preferred against him. 

The removal was the direct result of 
the courtmartial of Lieutenant Colonel 
Oceola Kyle, the charged for which were 
preferred by Colonel Higdon. The finding 
of the court was a fine of 1 cent. As 
soon as the finding was made public the 
governor removed Colonel Higdon from 


command without charges being preferred 


and a hot correspondence has been waged 
since. If the a@emand for reinstatement 
ig refused, this letter will be followed at 
the end of eight days by mandamus pro- 
ceedings in the circuit court at Mont- 
gomery, Colonel Higdon seeking to re- 
quire the governor to reinstate him. 

The fight promises to be one of the most 
sensational in the history of the state 
and wilil be one of the first of the kind 
in the country. -The letter is as follows: 

Colonel .Higdon’s Letter. 

“Headquarters Third Regiment, Ala- 
bama National Guard, Birmingham, Ala., 
December 13, 1902.—His Excellenay, W.-D. 
Jelks, Governor, Montgomery, Ala.: 

“Sir—On the 29th of January, 1902, I was 
relieved of the command of my regiment, 
Third infantry, Alabama national guard, 
by special order No. 8. Special order 
No. 8 was annulled by special order No. 
%, and by vittue of said last order I was 
restored to the command of said regi- 
ment onthe 29th day of May, 1902, by 
your excellency, and special order No. 27, 
bearing date of June 7, 1982, agaig re- 
lieved me from command of, afi! sus- 
pended me from duty with said regi- 
ment over my protest. Said suspension 
from command and.relief from all mill- 
tary duty with said regiment has contin- 
ued from said above named dates, ex- 


i cept as above set out, without any cause 


assigned therefor, or charges preferred 
against me for the violation of any civil 
or military law or neglect of any official 
duty, either undér the articles of war or 
statytes enacted by the lawmaking power 
of Alabama for the government and 
control of the,Alabama national guard. 
I therefore have the honor to request, and 
most respectfully demand, that your ex- 
cellency immediately reinstate and restore 
me to the command as colanel of the 
Third infantry, Alabama national guard, 
to which position I was duly and legally 
elected by authofity’ of ‘general order No. 
8, bearing date of March 1, 1901, issued by 
the Hon. W. J.. Samford, then governor 
of Alabama, or under the authorty of the 
then governor of Alabama, as comman- 
der in chief of the Alabama national 
guard, and by virtue of said order I was, 
on the*20th day of March, 1901, elected 
colonel of safa Third infantry and com- 
missoned as such by his excellency, the 
Hon. W. J. Samford, then governgr of 
Alabama, on the 8th day of April, 1901, for 
the term of four years from the date of 
said commission.

Last week when millions of herring 
were landed at Grimsby antl were being 
sold there at a cent a dozen, the Billings- 
gate fish trust was demanding 12 cents a 
dozen for the smaller fish. 

The Fishmongers’: Society spends $50,000 
a year in giving dinners to rich mer- 
chants, but it will not permit the fish 
trust to sell fish at a reasonable trade 
price. 

The trust maintains huge fields down the 
Thames, where if dumps its surplus fish 
to' be used'as ferfflizer. 

It prefers to let the fish rot than that 
the poor of London should be able to 
get them at a price they could afford to 
pay.: Meat now is so dear in London that 
the poorest wageworkers can afford to 
have it only once a week. ' 

Fieh-is almost.as dear as meat, thanks 
to the fish trust, which is as rapacious 
as the meat trust fhat now has its grip on

He is a first-class business man and the 
other members of the cabinet are first- 
class aristocrat& which means that they 
personify in the highest degree the “‘in- 
efficiency’’ that is the curse of England. 

Mr. Chamberlain ought to be prime 
minister, but he had to make way for 
the nephew of Lord Sa“sbury. 

The prime minister, Arthur Balfour, is 
aman of great erudition, but he is as 
impractical in business and politics as a 
child. 

Mr. Chamberlain is @ cynic, but a 
patriot. He doesn't seek a title or a peer- 
age. He has a cynical contempt for peers, 
not because they are peers, but because 
they are, as a class, nincompoops. 

If England were to become a repubilc 
and hold a presidential election tomor- 
row, the Birmingham manufacturer, de- 
spised of all the titled men in Debritt’s 
peerage, would be elected by the common 
people by an overwhelming majority. 

Mr. Chamberlain is as strenuous in 
statesmanship as Theodore Roosevelt and 
is as direct and blunt of ,speech as 


the American president. 
He is said to prefer the sincere admira- 


tion of the workmen of England to the 
hypocritical adulation of the aristocradés 
who so heavily handicap England in the 
race of the nations for control of the 
world’s markets. 


* The authorities are trying to control the 


drink evil and to reduce’ intoxication, 
which is the curse of England,’ where 
beer and gin are considered by the lower 
classes of the population to be as great 
necessities as bread and meat. 

The amount of drunkenness visible in 
London, Liverpool, Glasgow and other 
great cities is appalling. One may see al- 
most as many women as men drunk on 
Saturday nights. 

A new liquor license law becomes ef- 
fective on New Year’s day, and through 
it the authorities are hopeful of largely 
reducing the numbers of casual and 
habitual drunkards. 

The act puts greater responsibility for 
causing drunkenness upon the keepers of 
saloons. Heretofore a drunkard has rare- 
ly been arrested and. punished unless he 
committed an assault. Ordinary tntoxica- 
tion attracts no attention from the police. 

Indeed, if the police were to arrest all 
the men and women found reeling drunk 
in the streets of Ivondon on Saturday 
night, they would be unable to find cells 
in the police stations to confine them. 

Under the new liquor law any person 
found drunk in a public place or in a 
saloon while having in charge a child ap- 
parently under 7 may be arrested and 
liable to a penalty. 

No drunken person may be permitted to 
remain in a saloon, and the law com- 
mands the proprietor or barkeeper to re- 
move him or her. 

The new law is severe on habitual 
drunkards. If one of these within three 
years after a conviction for habitual 
drunkenness attempts to purchase liquor 
in a saloon, he is Hable to arrest and a 
penalty, and saloon keepers are forbidden 
under severe panalties selling or permit- 
ting to be sold liquor to any man or 
woman known to be a habitual drunkard. 

The law also provides for the arrest and 
punishment of any person who procures 
and gives liquor to a habitual drunkard. 

Many of the better class of saloon keep- 
ers this week have sent polite letters to 
all their customers, who are known to get 
drunk whenever opportunity offers, that 
on and after New Year's day they will 
not be served with intoxicants, no matter 
what fheir condition. 

The saloon keepers are afraid of the 
penalty under the new law and don't care 
to ‘‘take chances.” If the law would go 
further and prevent saloon keepers from 
serving women with drink in public or 
private bars ft would remove one of the 
most shocking sights of London—the spec- 
tacle of dozens of women loitering against 
a bar @end drinking gin or beer with as 
much fedom and noise as men. 

It is not unusual to see three or four 
women, their right elbow crooked over a 
bar rail with a child on their left arm. 
The new law will abolish that evil prac- 
tice at least.

On the other hand, Miss Margaret Mul- 
vihill, of Avenue A, New York. who af- 
ter Many seasons in small parts on 
Broadway, finds herself starring, to very 
good business in tne middle west, glares 
at her long suffering manager and de- 
mands to know why he could not have 
booked them within a hundred miles of 
New York for Christmas day. 

And the arrival] of a “box from home” 
is the signal for a general movement in 
tne direction of the recipient’s dressing 
room, for, after all, these stage people 
are just big, affectionate, impulsive chil- 
dren, when their heart strings are really 
touched. 

In the Good Old Days. 

Years ago, when the actors were social- 
ly segregated, when the players found 
their friends and companions ; strictly 
witain the circle of their own profession, 
members of a company forgot for this 
cne day all jealousies and heart burn- 
ings. Gifts were generally exchanged, 
and the manager was “featured’’ in the 
celebration. Many a gray-haired actor 
who played with Kate Claxton when she 
was in her prime, in tne days before the 
*“ten-twenty-thirty’’ houses had done 
their worst to “The Two Orphans,’’ will 
recaji her holiday generosity. Every 
member of the company, from leading 
man to “‘supe,’’ received a box of candy 
with a % gold piece ‘nidden among the 
sweets by the star’s deft fingers. 

Those were the days when feats were 
not given in the interests of the press 
agent, Lut when manager and company 
gathered cheerily and sang “Auld Lang 
Syne’”’ before the meeting broke up; when 
it was one show to one manager instead of 
sixteen shows to one manuger; when the 
company joyfully contributed toward the 
purchase of an impossible silver service 
for the manager, or a gold watch, heavily 
weighted with their good wishes in en- 
graved characters. 

But now the manager is accessible only 
to his stars, and then only on matters 
of importance. Between him and. the 
people who interpret his plays rises the 
barrier of a large executive force, assist- 
ant managers and clerks. And if this 
luminary were to receive a Christmas 
token from some unsophisticated ingenue 
on his pay roll, he would probably turn 
te» one of his numerous stage directors 
and ask who the young woman was. 

Something of this same spirit reigns in 
the midst of a company of fashionable 
New York players. The star, as well as 
the manager, feels that it is more im- 
portant for his well-balanced company to 
draw dollars into the box office than to 
take up subscriptions for a Christmas 
gift. Between star and minor members 
of his support the relations are similar to 
those existing bctween a shop keeper and 
his clerks. It is purely a business propo- 
Bition. 

Social lines are now drawn quite strict- 
ly among stage folks, too. We have our 
old stage families like the Drews, who 
have the entre into society and whose 
Si:afe work is largely a matter of busi- 
ness. The successful stars now have

The famous Weber and Field company 
always has a merry Christmas. 

Each Christmas, with a.right good will 
end a free hand, the members of the com- 
pany contributed. for a common gift for 
their managers, until the offering took 
on such extravagant proportions that the 
delineators of Dutch character determined 
to call a halt. Last year a notice was 
posted on the bulletin board, couched in 
language that was not to be mistaken; 
to the effect that the management desired 
the custom to be stopped. 

This injunction, however, did not in- 
terfere with the regular Christmas spread 
given on ‘Christmas eve, an@ Miss Lillian 
Russell distributed gifts to all, from man- 
ager to call boy. Wach gift bore a fa- 
mous jeweler’s mark, and the distribution 
occurred jtist before the evening perform- 
ance, when Miss Russell sat in her dress- 
ing room, enjoying the exclamations of 
delight which\came to her through the 
open doors. * 

In ‘productions of a lighter character, 
where to make the world laugh is each 
actor's mission, there is usually one big- 


hearted chap (not necessarily the star) | 


who, like Miss Russell, @pjoy playing 
Lord Bountiful and seeing those around 
him in merry mood. He is apt to be 
popular with every one from star to 
chorus girl, and all other engagements 
are set aside when he issues invitations 
for a holiday spread, 

There are: people in the staid town of 
Brooklyn who still taik of the Christmas 
supper Lee Harrison gave two years ago. 
On discovering that fully three-fourths 
of the chorus were out-of-town girls and 
every mother's daughter of them desper- 
ately homesick, he engaged a Rathskeller 
for Christmas night and served a Dutch 
lunch for the hundred people in the com- 
pany, who voted the feast the next best 
thing to home-roasted turkey. 

Yet another Christmas picture is pre- 
sented behind the scenes, if the produc- 
tion be a spectacle in which many chil- 
dren are employed. Their presence makes 
its influence felt upon the haughtiest of 
stars, the merriest of comedians and the 
strictest managerial martinet. The actors 
forget the social lines, drawn principally 
by figures on the salary roll, and make 
merry for the children’s sake. There is a 
feast, a tree and a general exchange of 
gifts which is seldom seen at houses 
where children are not on the pro- 
gramme. 

Last year, when a hundred children 
were employed in “‘The Sleeping Beauty 
and the Beast,” they and their elders held 
high carnival behind the scenes. A big 
Christmas tree was provided, and Harry 
Bulger enacted the role of Santa Claus 
with more real humor and wit than the 
playwright had infused into his stage 
lines. The youngsters clubbed together 
and bought gifts for leading people, show- 
ing their preferences with frankness that 
was refreshing amidst the artificiality otf 
Broadway life. 

In the stock houses where popular 
prices prevail, Christmas is really a Sea- 
son of mucn good-cheer. When the com- 
pany is permanent and few changes art 
made, between players and regular pat- 
rons a decidedly ‘‘chummy’’ and intimate 
relation is established by the time the 
holidays arrive. And so it happens that 
gifts are offered in a sincere, kindly spirit 
which is thoroughly reciewrocated. 

The hHttle matinee girl sends the hand- 
some young juvenile a bunch of violets. 
He wears them ir his coat at the matinee 
Christmas day, and she treasures his 
stilted note of acknowledgement. The 
matinee club, composed of hign school 
girls, who admire the leading woman’s 
frocks and weep over her woes, send her 
a feather fan, or a glittering aigrette, 
and buy a box for the very next matinee 
to.see her wear their tribute to genius. 
Even an appreciative ‘‘newsy’’ will re- 
member the ingenue with some impos- 
sible tribute to her charms, and the 
Christmas matinee really becomes bright 
and cherry with Christmas feeling. 
Where Christmas Is a Day of Terror. 

In the vaudeville houses, where con- 
tinuous performances are given, Christ- 
mas day strikes terror to the most time- 
hardened dramatic soul.

How the Holiday Is Used for Adver- 
tising. 

A holiday feature which falls upon Sun- 
day night “directly following Christmas 
day is the annual] festival for stage chil- 
dren. This movement started in a small 
way in 1888, with ‘“‘Aunt Louisa” Eldridge 
at its head. It has now reached such 
proportions that its founder has been 
compelled to turn it over to younger 
hands, and a complete organization has 
it in charge. AN children of actors, as 
well ‘as those’ that play regularly on 
the stage. are provided with tickets. 

The celebration for the poorer children 
starts early in the morning, when a com- 
mittee of women receives them and pro- 
vides them with new clothing which will 
make them presentable and light-hearted 
for the evening’s proceedings. The cele- 
bration proper opens with a stage per- 


|! formance, given entirely by children, fol- 


lowed by a banquet in the basement of 
Tammany Hall, and closing with a gen- 
eral distribution of gifts in the great 
hall above. Three great trees bear’ the 
presents, Santa Claus is present in per- 
son, and it all costs the round sum of 
$2,000, most of which is provided by suc- 
cessful stage folk and such outsiders as 
the Vanderbilts, Morgans, Goulds and 
Whitneys. 

There is still, and always will be as 
long as the stage lasts, a certain class 
of people who divert the holiday spirit 
into advertising channels. 

This includes the manager who feasts 
his company behind the scenes and calls 
in’ newspaper men and flashlight pho- 
tographers. He gives his wife diamonds 
and real estate that his success may be 
heralded broadcast, and his company 
feels it incumbent upon it to present 
him with a suitably engraved gift, prefer- 
ably a loving cup, whose inscription will 
show up well in the morping papers. 

In the sdme class stands the theatrical 
“mamma.’’ She keeps the professional

Several New Coal and Iron Companies 
Are Organized. 


HALF MILLION COTTON MIL‘. 


To Be Erected in Shelby County. 
When Complete It Will Con- 
tain 20,000 Spindles. 
State Has Mace Won- 
derful Progress. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 13.—(Spé- 
cial.)\—Alabama’'s progress in manufacture 
is said to have been greater in the past 
ten years than that of any other state 
in the union. According to the census, 
this state had in 1890 2,977 manufactur- 
ing establishments. In 1890 taxes were 
paid on $46,000,000 worth of capital thus 
invested, and in 1900 this had) risen to 
more than. $70,000,000. Wage-earners have 
increased jn about the same proportion, 
there being 31,000 of them ten years ago 
and almost 63,000 of them now, whereas, 
the wages paid them is now $15,000,000, 
as against $10,000,000 ten years ago. The 
value of manufactured products in 1890 
was a little more than $61,000,000, and in 
1900 it had risen in value to substan- 
tially more than $80,000,000, twice the av- 
erage vaue of the entire cotton crop of 
the state. The fron and steel indus- 
tries of the state furnish about one-third 
of this great ‘total and the other two- 
thirds are furnished by the cotton mills 
and miscellaneous establishments of va- 
rious sorts. The foliowing table, which 
shows the location of the milis of this 
state and the capital] employed, wil be 
of interest:

During 
November the company manufactured its 
largest amount of iron with this number, 
the Ensley furnaces turning out 24,104 
tons, the Oxmore furnaces averaging a 
daily production of 152 tons, and the steel 
mills at Ensley doing exceedingly well. 
the production duirng the month being 
16,300 tons. During the week, the Ten- 
nessee company has officially denied the 
rumor that it has purchased the Alabama 
Steel and Wire Company's steel, wire and 
najl plant at Ensley. 

The Sloss-Gheffield Steel and Iron Com- 
pany, with its seven furnaces, produced 
$5,000 tons of pig iron during the month. 
Both companies have from 10,000 to 20,000 
tons of iron in their yards because of the 
car shortage. 

The Republic Iron and Steel Company 
also reports a big business for the’ past 
month. The work of repairing the Wil- 
liamson furnace is being pushed, and it 
is expected to be put into Diast again 
next week. Mr. Rube Edwanis, brother 
of the late Thomas Edwards, who met 
such a tragic death at this furnace last 
week, is temporarily in charge as super- 
intendent. " 

Electric Company Gets Liberal. 

A question which has demanded a 
good deal of public attention for years 
|past has at last been settled by the Bir- 
mingham Rallway, Light and Power 
Company agreeing to give transfers from 
any one of its lines to any other. Some 
of these lines are 7 or 8 miles long, arid 
a man by investing 2% or 30 cents can ride 
almost all day long. The local street 
railway company has, however, asked a 
good many favors of the city council tn 
the way of franchises, and it is under- 
stood acceded to their demands in the 
matter of transfers in order to show 
that they were not altogether ungrate- 
ful. The new arrangement will undoubt- 
edly work a hardship on the>company 
for a while, but their business is a very 
large and growing one, and it is clear 
that after a little while they can very 
well afford to give the public the indul- 
gence demanded.

THE SIMPLE LIFE. 


Charles Wagner, the Alsatian, who, in 
“The Simple Life’ (McClure, Phillips & 
Co.), takes up our American Thoreau’s 
ery for an uncomplex existence, was born 
in 1852 at Wilbersville, in the district of 
Chateaux Salins, old departmeyt of the 
Meurthill, since annexed to the? German 
empire. His father, a poor country par- 
son, died when the boy, the eldest of five 
children, was but 7 years old. For edu- 
cation Charles went to a village primary 
school: for culture he went into the fields, 
roamed the valleys and climbed the 
mountains. At 14, after study along Lu- 
therap lines, he went to Paris, where he 
entered a school of preparatory theology 
under a Pastor Kulm. In 1869 he took 
his degree of B. A. in the Sorbonne and 
inscribed himself as a student in theol- 
ogy in the University of Strasbourg. A 
stormy period, in which his religious 
ideas were greatly disturbed, followed. 
At its close his thought had formulated 
itself thus: “It is not enough to believe 
in God; one must believe in man, human- 
ity and its future. He became a student 
of Goettingen in 1875, and finished his 
theological course there. His first call was 
to assist the aged pastor Nessler de Bar, 
in his parish at the foot of Ste. Odile 
mountain, Later he acosges a position 
at Remiremont, in the ench Vosges, 
where he remained until 188. .Then he 
made a second entry into the great world 
of Paris. He first opened a Sunday school, 

iving lectures in the evening, but in 1885 
fe began preaching in a small room. 
From that hour his congregation has 

ow and continues to grow. He is 
preaching today to men, young and old, 
men of the upper classes and to working- 
men, too.

Montgomery. Ala., December 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Situation in the Montgomery 
postoffice is, to say the least of it, inter- 
esting. Postmaster Cc. W. Buckley has 
been trying to get rid of his money order 
clerk, Egbert J. Hughes, and ‘has 
caught a Tartar. Buckley offered to let 
him resign, but Hughes is under the 
civil service and declined. He then pre- 
ferred charges and the inspector who 
came down sided with Hughes and recom- 
mended Buckley’s removal instead. Judge 


Buckley then went on to Washington to

back saying the postoffice department ac- 
cepted his explanation, highly regarded 
him and the like, and that Hughes would 
have to go pretty soon. Hughes’ friends, 
it seems, have advised him to make his 
fight while he is sfill in and not wait 
till he is fired, @nd.the result is that 
Hughes has taken his case to the presi- 
derit in an open letter over the heads of 
the department and asks Mr. Roosevelt 
to take a personal hand in it. A friend 
sent:a copy on to Senator Pettus, ask- 
ing that he call on the president and 
make sure the letter was not sidetracked 
by the mails. Hughes has given the let-

“On May 19, 1902, I received an official 
letter from Postmaster Buckley, inform- 
ing me that an order for my removal had 
been issued, suggesting that it would be 
advantageous to me to resign rather than 
to be peremptorily removed, and say- 
ing that he had determined to make a 
change in my Office. His statement was 
false, as he had no such order, and his 
design to frighten me into giving up my 
place that he might use it in the settle- 
ment of some political trade miscar- 
ried. 

“Judge Buckley then preferred charges 
against me to the effect that I had been 
guilty of a display of temper and spirit 
and had informed« him that there was 
stealing going on in the office. I did 
give him the information, and it was 
true. In response to the postmaster’s 
charges Inspector Greenaway was sent 
here to investigate, and on the-Tesult of 
his investigation and report I am will- 
stand or fall. In repl¥ to his 
questions I made the allegations that the 
postmaster had offered my place in po- 
litical bargains; that he had known of 
thefts by a clerk in the office, had con- 
nived at their concealment and retained 
the clerk; that he had borrowed $234 from 
the money order department and retained 
it for more than a month, using the 
money to cover the shortage of this. fa- 
vored clerk, who is still an employee 


Buckley denied until the written evidence 
was produced to the inspector, when he 
made some excuse, which was an. after- 
thought. So thoroughly was Inspector 
Greenaway cornvinced of the rottenness 
and criminality of Postmaster Buckley 
that he sought to have a warrant issued 
for his arrest, and was. only prevented 
from doing so by operation of the stat- 


ute of limitations ‘against’ the offense. 


“I beg to acl? yeur excellency’s atten- 
tion to these several facts: The investiga- 
tion of charges against me was called for 
by Judge Buckley; I answered the 
charges to the satisfaction of the inspec- 
tor; I made charges of a grave nature 
against Judge Buckley and substantiated 
them; the result. was a report adverse to 
Judge Buckley and recommending his.re- 
moval for violations of law in the con- 
duct of his. office and the concealment of 
theft. What the inspector reported as to 
the charges against me I do not know, 
but I repeat I am willing to stand or fall 
by the report. But I am not willing taat. 
the matter should rest where it now is 
refore the public. the stigma on me. The 
official records containing the inspector's 
examinaiion of myself as a witness are 
on file tat the department, and embody 
the proof of alf I nave charged.

HANDSOME NEW TEMPLE 


OLUMBUSB, GA., December 13.— 
(Special.)—This has been a great 
week with the Masons of Columbus. 
Seven years ago they began to agitate the 
idea of building a Masonic temple in this 
city. They spent six years talking, ‘‘and 
on the seventh got down to work and 
bullt thee temple,’’ to quote the presidént 
of the temple association. 
On the fourth floor of thé building, 
which was recently completed, the severa] 
Masonic organizations have fitted up a

this hall occurred last Monday evening, 


and was one of the most interesting oc- | 
| casiong in the history of Masonry in Co- 


lumbus. 

A reception wag tendered the Masons of 
the city and their families by the Colum- 
bus Masonic Temple Association. Many 
ladies were in attendance and the scene 
was somewhat unique for a Masonic lodge 
room. The main hall is 40 by 62 feet, 
and is most elegantly furnished. The 
wood work is Georgia pine, highly polish- 
ed. The furniture is of oak, and.is very 
handsome. The ceiling is of. metal. . The 
furnishings of the hall cost $1,400. The 
banquet hall is also elegantly appointed.

He 
then introduced Captain “sianenara, who 
fs one of the city's most prominent bank- 
ers, teing president of the Fourth wa- 
tional bank. Captain Blanchard made a 
brief but witeresiing statement show- 
ing how the money with which the temple 
was buiit had been raised. The iot cost 
99,00; the total coat of the tempie was 
$4400. By stock subscriptions s2u,0w was 
raised, and $2,0v of 4 per cent bomus were 
issued. The entir2 bond issue was sold 
right here in Coiumbus, showing the con- 
.igence of investors in Coiumious reaity.

ICHARD MANSFIELD'’S revival of 

Shakespeare’s tragedy of ‘Julius 

Caesar’ recalls some of the other 
notable essays in that direction. It is 
fifteen years since Edwin Booth appeared 
@s Brutus. 

The chroniclers of the drama record 
a@many interesting representations of 
“Julius Caesar.’ Often the casts have 
been notable, sometimes amusingly curi- 
ous. In England it was always a part 
of the repertoire of the two patented 
Drury Lane ,and Covent 
Garden. However, it was seldom, in the 
early days, distinguished by any attempt 
at archaeological or spectacular effect, 
Samuel Pheips first gave it pictorial 
breadth and color at his Sadlers Wells 
theater. 

A production of “Julius Caesar” which 

attracted the eves of all England and 
will focus the interest of dramatic stu- 
dents as long as the history of the stage 
is studied, was that made at Windsor 
castle before Queen Victoria and her 
court February 1, 1850. On that occasion, 
for the only time in the notable career 
of the two great men, Macready and 
Kean appeared in the same cast on the 
eame stage. The former played Brutus, 
of course, the latter, Antony. 
' Macready did not love Kean. It is re- 
ported that on tMs occasion, after the 
play was over, Kean sent some message 
of courtesy to Macready in his dressing 
room, which was met by the gruff re- 
joinder: “If Mr. Kean has anything to 
sav to me, let him say it through my so- 
licitor!’’ Kean’s share in this presenta- 
tion of “Julius Caesar’? was rewarded by 
the gift of a diamond ring. which he 
afterwards lost; whereupon a wit rejoind- 
ed that it had been found “sticking in 
Macready’s gizzard.”’ 

On the occasion of his farewell benefit 
@t Sadiers Wells, November 6, 1862, Sam- 
wel Phelps revived ‘‘Julius Caesar’ and 
played Brutus. It is a curious fact that 
Henry Irving has never in the whole 
course of his long career played in 
“Julius Caesar.’’ The latest English re- 
vival of the play was that given last 
year by Beerbohm Tree, wherein the 
spectacular features were all studiously 
accentuated. MM ran month after month 
at Her Majesty’s though the acting was 
not notable, through sheer force of the 
inspiring and popular character; of this 
play whenever given an even remotely 
adequate representation. 

Ireland, who is the Genest of tha Ameri- 
can stage, records that ‘“Jufius Caesar” 
was first performed on this side of the 
Atiantic ocean, March 14, 12794, at the 
John Street theater, New York. On the 
programme it was referred to! as “A 
tragedy, written by Shakespeare, called 
‘Julius Caesar,’ with the death of Brutus 
and Cassius at Philippi, and the remark- 
able orations of Brutus and Antony over 
the body of Caesar.’’ On this notable 
occasion the Brutus was Mr. Hallam. a 
son of Hallam, who was the first English 
actor who came to America. Fine indeed 
must have been the Brutus of William 
Augustus Conway, the elder of the two 
who have graced our stage, seen at the 
Chatham theater in 1826. This able but 
unfortunate character must have pos- 
sessed a singularly apt dispositfon for the 
great Roman.

He headed the revival at the Park thea- 
ter, New York, November 13, 1843. Mac- 
ready was in America at the time, and his 
Brutus was recognized as one of the 
finest the stage had seen. Macready’s at- 
titude toward the role as well as his self- 
appreciation are reflected in the follow- 
ing excerpts from his diary: ‘‘Acted Bru- 
tus. It is one of those characters that 
requires peculiar care, which only repe- 
tition can give.’’ * * * “Acted Brutus in 
a masterly manner.” * * * ‘‘Acted Brutus 
in my opinion far beyond any perform- 
ance I ever gave of the character. I do 
not think the audience in the aggregate 
were equal to the performance. They ap- 
plauded the salient passages, but they did 
not seem to wateh the gentle, loving, self- 
subdued mind of Brutus which I tried to 
make manifest before them.”’ 

John McCullough sometimes played 
Brutus, but in America the next great 
exponent of the noble Roman was Edwin 
Booth. It was one of his favorite roles, 
and his public loved him in it. One of 
his first appearances in this character 
was at the Winter Garden, New York, in 
June, 1863, on an occasion of singular 
interest. The three leading roles were 
played by the three brothers—Edwin as 
Brutus, sunius Brutus as Cassius and 
John Wilkes as Marc Antony. Edwin 
Booth played Brutus continuously from 
December 25 to March 16 in the winter of 
1871-72 at Booth’s theater. Later on it 
was the chief feature of the tours of the 
Booth-Barret t combination. 

The next of the great American uctors 
to play Brutus was E. ¥. Davenport. He 
had seen the zenith of his career and 
had relapsed into retirement. when in 
December of 1875 he was brought forward 
ag Brutus in the revival of “Jullus Cae- 
sar’’ at Booth’s theater. He played the 
role 10% consecutive times in New York 
and then repeated ft exclusively on a 
triumphant tour. How well he loved the 
noble-hearted Brutus and the superb 
quatity of this great play may be gather- 
ed from his repky when, after his tour. he 
was asked if he was weary of the role: 
“No, I never enjoyed Brutus more nor 
felt more tn the Spirit of it than the last 
night I played it. T was accustomed 
when not on the stage to leave the door 
of my dressing room open so that T 
might hear the noble words of the play. 
There is somethjng about the play I 
never tire of.’’ 

It only remains to record the visit of the 
Meiningen players. The company from the 
ducal theater of Saxe-Meiningen came to 
America in 1891, and avpeared first on No- 
vember 17 at the Thalia theater. New 
York. They made an abnormal success, 
for it was not .the tragedy nor vet the 
actors who made the impression. but the 
supernumeraries.

Street Railway Earnings. 
(From The Chattanooga Times.) 

D. B. Ely, of 49 Wall street, has finish- 
ed a compilation of the street railway 
operations in 120 cities in the’ United 
States, and is also in correspondence with 
the officials of municipalities In other 
counfries on the same subject. One of 
the most interesting facts gathered from 
this work is the uniformity of gross earn- 
ings per Capita of population in the larg- 
est cities. New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, St. Louis, 3altimore, 
Cleveland, San Francisco, Cincinnatt, 
Pittsburg and 
the same amount of revenue annually 
per capita, averaging 30. It is therefore 
reasonable to believe that when this fig- 
ure {is not reached, either the manage- 
ment is poor or the physical condition of 
the property inadequate. 

In other cities of the second clase this 
Income per capital begins to decrease 
with spasmodic jumps back to $10 -and 
over in certain cities which depend by 
their location largely upon the street 
railways or have suburban lines as 
teeders. 

Boston’ appears to be the Mecca 
street railway earnings. The city lines 
yield 418 per capita per annum. The fie- 
ure, however, is somewhat misleading,

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SANTA CLAUS’ WORKSHOP 
FOUND IN EVERY COUNTRY 


LD SANTA CIAUS Iis one of the 
(_) ierees employers of labor in the 

whole world. His work shops are 
to be found in nearly every country, and 
thousands of men, women and children 
@re busy all the year making millions of 
toys of al! kinds and sizes to fill the capua- 
cious bag which their genial master car- 
ries about with him on Christmas eve. 

No sooner has he delivered the last toy 
on Christmas eve, removed all traces 
of sot from his smiling face, and turned 
his bag inside out to make quite certain 
that nothing has been left in the corners, 
than he begins to busy himseif with the 
manufacture of toys for the next year.@ 

The most popular toy is, of course, 
the doll; and when you consider the num- 
ber of girls who possess at least one, and? 
sometimes a whole family of dolls, you 
will be able to understand that many 
thousands of work people are pioyed 
making this one kind of toy. ere are 
wax dolls and rag dolls made in England: 
cChina-faced dolls made in France, and 
Dutch dolls, which are not Dutch at all, 
but only called so because they are prin- 
cipally shipped from Dutch ports. 

Then, of course, there is the old fa- 
vorite, the wax doll. Let us take a peep 
into some of the rooms of a toy. factory~ 
or work shop and see for ourselves how: 
they are made: 

On the tables and counters are hun- 
dreds of wax heads, more or less finished. 
In another part of the room is a pile of 
bodies, legs and arms all heaped up to- 
gether, and if you take a giance into 
that bag in the corner you will be some- 
what surprised, for it is ?full of dull’s 
tyes looking up at you with glassy siare. 

A number of men and women are busy. 
A large pan of wax is placed in a still 
larger pan containing water ‘heated by 
means of gas. As the water gets hot, the 
Wax, of course, melts. Into the molten 
wax a workman now drops the coloring 
matter, generally rouge, to give the dolls 
that beautiful complexion which we all 
delight to see. 

The plaster molds for the heads, made 
in three pieces, are then firmly tied to- 
gether, and the mold thus formed ig 
carefully filled with the liquid wax. After 
a certain time the greater part of ths 
wax is poured back, but a portion com- 
ing into contact with the cold plaster 
mold has already set. 

The mold is now untied and removed, 
and there we have a wax head nicely 
formed, and Jooking almost as natural 
and sometimes as large, as life. Wax 
bodies, arms, and legs are made in a sim- 
ilar manner. 

Two holes ere cut in the wax head for 
the eyes, which in the case of the mory 
expensive dolis have to be placed intg 
their sockets very carefully. In the 
cheaper kinds the eves are first warmed 
and then forced into their place, being 
finally cemented with a little wax. 

Although our doll is now possessed of 
a pair of eyes, much still remains to be 
done. Eyebrows are required, and these 
are generally painted on, but sometimes 
rea! hair is stuck into the wax carefully 
end slowly, a few hairs at a time, until 
the whole is compléted. 


“hen Dolly's face is ftroned! With a 
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Miss Alice Thomas Muse and Some of Her Pets. 


specially constructed fron tool the work- 
man rubs at the wax until the face,is 
quite smooth and polished. 

The lips and nostrils are painted, the 
teeth put in without the. aid of a dentist, 
and, finallv, the head is carried to an- 
other part of the factory to have the hair 
put on by women, who, if they do not 
use the real hair for this purpose, use 
a specially prepared material which looks 
as good as real, and that after all is 
the main thing. Bodics and limbs are 
now added by other work-people until 
the doll is completed and ready for Santa 
Claus’ bag. 

In the old-world town of Nuremberg 
a great number of workmen are employed 
all the year making lead soldiers and all 
kinds of lead toys, and a mighty army of 
lead soldiers is turned «ut every day by 
these industrious people. 

The workers of Nuremberg also make 
toy telescopes, microscopes, magic lan- 
terns, and all manner of mechanical and 
scientific toys. There also is made the 
well-known and ever-popular clock-work 
mouse, which runs about the table or 
floor in such a life-like manner. 

Not a ereat distance from Nuremberg 
is the town of Furth, where tne Noah's 
Arks are made, containing the curlous 
animals and the still more curious trees 
with which we al? are familiar. At Son- 
neberg no fewer than 12,000 children are 
employed making toys for ®ther children 
to play with and to destroy. As the 
“hristnyas season approaches these little 
workers aré kept so busy that they often 
sit up the greater part of the night help- 
ing their parents to earn money. 

Wooden animals and carved toys of 
all kinds come from Saxony, where the 
soft wood from which they are made is 
procurable in large quantities at small 
cost. A length of wood is cut away by 
means of the turning lathe until its out- 
line takes the shape of the anima: or fig- 
ure desired. When this is done the wood 
is sliced up into thin pieces, each plece 
being «a rough representation of the ani- 
mal. By this simple process large num- 
bers of animals are made at one time and 
cnly a few finishing touches are necdced. 

Another famous. one of Santa Claus’ 
great vrork shops is situated in the Tyrol, 
4,00) or more feet above the level of the 
sea. The people of this district have 
supplied toys to Santa Claus for more 
than two hundred .years. The small 
wooden dolls are carved by the Tyrvlese, 
and from this district also come the Joint- 
ed dolis known as “Dutch,’’ whose limbs 
make a peculiar noise when tney are 
moved, as if their poor owners were suf- 
fering from rheumatism or growing pains. 

Many toys are manufactured in France. 
The French have the knack of turning 
everything to account, and it is said that 
most of these tin toys.,are made from 
old sardine and other tins that have been 
thrown away. In Wrance are made cheap 
sets of chessmen and bdneée dominoes, a 
large proportion of the bone used for this 
purpose being the waste. material from 
the factories of tooth-brush manufactur- 


ers. 
Small toy drums are made in France 
chiefly out of preserved fruit boxes which 
have served their purpose, and been 
thrown away ‘with the rubbish. Toys 
worked by means of pneumatic tube, the 
compressed air causing the figure. to 
dance and perform many queer and ufi- 
dignified antics are French inventions. 


HOW SANTA CLAUS DRIVES

‘If-you would know what troubles Santa 
Claus has, you should try to drive his 
reindeer team from his home to the town 
and back again. : ee. 

Santa Claus is subject to upsets;

Some- 
times he is so unfortunate as not to 
awake when his. alarm clock rings; then 
he has to rush with might and main to 
visit all the houses in the, town before 
morning. 

Figure 1 shows tae arrow of fate which 


points out the fortune of travelers. To 
make the arrow of fate, get the cover of | 


a small tin box. such as the Ones in 
which shoe blacking or gun caps are 
sold, as shown in figure 2. With a ham- 
mer and a nail punch a hole through the 
center. 

Make the arrow out of the thin wood of 

a cigar box. Bore a hole through its cen- 
ter. 
* Push a piece of wire through the arrow 
and through the hole in the center of the 
tin-.cover. Twist each end of the wire 
around 60 that it will hold the arrow and 
the tin together. 

Figure 3 is the lower side of the tin 
showing the end of the wire. 

Figure 4 shows the shape in which the 
wire is bent. Ofcourse the wire is not 
bent into the shape shown tin figure 4 un- 
til after it- has been pushed through the 
arrow and the tin. After the arrow and 
cover haye been fastened together, place 
the cover back on the tin box.

As soon as a player collects ten points 
after his Santa Claus has reached the 
deer pen, the’ deer are corsidered caught, 
and ‘he may proceed with them to the 
stable on the next play. Five points must 
be collected in the stable to harness: the 
deer to the sled. Then Santa Claus is at 
least ready to start for the town. 

Tt will ‘be seen that there is a stfaight 
road to the town of 12 miles. 

After leaving the stable Sagta Claus 
can advance only on ‘even numbers. No. 
1. on the white space of the disk, of the 
arrow of fate, means a snow bank, and 
Santa Claus must stop in the white space 
at the side of the square which he hap- 
pens to occupy when the arrow points to 
the unfortunate number. 

Number 3 on the black space of the 
disk of the arrow of fate» means that 
Santa Claus has strayed from the road, 
and broken through the crust of the 
snow into a pitfall. Then Santa Claus 
must stop in the black space at the side 
of the square occupied by him. 

The even numbers 2 and 4 advance 
Santa Claus straight on his road toward 
the town. Three counts are needed to 
get out of a snow bank, and five counts 
are needed to get out of a pitfall. Extra 
numbers count for nothing; that is, if a 
player enters the deer pen with some 
counts to space. or if in collecting mum- 
bers for any reason, he needs but one or 
two points and gets three or four, the 
extra points go for nothing. 

When a player extricates himself from 
a snow bank or pitfall, he returns his 
Santa Claus and reindeer to the square 
where they were when they left the road. 

Fifteen points are needed to distribute 
the toys in the town; then Santa Claus 
may start on his home trip. During this 
journey he is subjected to the same dan- 
gers he encountered in going to the town. 

It takes five counts to unharness the 
deer at the stable, just as it took to har- 
ress them; but as it is much easier to 
joos2 a deer than it is to catch one, only 
three counts are needed to get out of the 
deer pen on the way home. 

The Santa Claus who can first return to 
‘his house is, of course, the winner. After

Year8 ago thé theatrical manager saw 
great possfbilities in. Alice’s adventur- 
ous career in .4@ sfrange country. She 
is surftounded, of course, by all those won- 
derful creatures of Mr. Carroll's tmagi- 
nation, creatures as weird and pictur- 
esque as could be desired by even the 
youngest critic. So on the stage there 
are scores. of extraordinary specimens of 
fish, flesh and fowl. As “Alice in Won- 
derland’’ without the full complement of 
freaks would be worse than ‘ ijlamiet”’ 
without the prince of Denmark, a great 
deal of attention must be and is bestowed 
on them, 

The making of an. ordinary theatrical 
mask is in itself an undertaking that re- 
quires a great deal of skill; ‘Alice in 
Wonderland’ demands not only masks, 
but a variety of strange figures and ani- 
mal disguises bewildering to the uninitia- 
ted. 

Take the case of Humpty Dumpty, for 
instance, a creature who causes Alice no 
little distress of mind because she cannot 
ke certain whether his necktie is his 
waist belt or vice versa. Humpty looks 
very miserable as he sits disconsolately on 
the top of a.basket, while a man bestows 
a lovely brightness upon his left eye 
with a dab of the paint brush. The figttte 
is absolutely head and body combined, 
with short legs and arms so constructed 
that the actor who gives the dwarf voice 
also moves his legs and arms quite nat- 
urally. The huge head is made of papier 
mache shaped in ea mouid. 

In another part of the many-cham- 
bered ‘‘property’’ department is a lob- 
ster, going through a sort of premature 
boiling—at least. his shell, under the skill- 
ful touch of the official paint brush, is 
rapidly assuming that brilliant comypiex- 
ion which only comes, as a rule, when the 
worthy crustacean has made intimate ac- 
aauaintance with the inside of a cooking 
pot. It is an uncannv-looking object with 
its great claws hanging limply from its 
basket body.

NE of the buéSiest boys to be found 
() anywaere just now is Tom Norvell 
—‘‘Lighthouse Tom,” as théy call 
him along tae shores of Lake Pont- 
chartrain and in the city of New Orleans. 

Christmas wouldn't seem to be a much 
busier season than any other at a ligat- 
house, maybe, cut off as it is from the 
rushing world, but it is.not for from the 
light at Port Pontchartrain to the big 
city of New Orleans, and after he has 
left ais watery home and landed on, the 
lake shore, all the way then into the city 
Tom is meeting some of his friends, and 
his young eyes are open to: their needs 
and his mind cogitating on plans for 
their relief—for most of the people along 
the shore are poor, and it is for taem 
that he is now getting ready a grapd 
Christmas sendoff. 

Tom’s mother is the lighthouse keeper, 
and he her only ‘assistant—he winds tae 
machinerv of the big revolving light. 
Last week when the storms were s0 
wild on the coast, and ships went down 
and crews were lost, om and his 
mother stood faitaful at their post, and 
every six hours during those stormy 
nights that big machinery was wound up 
anew, and the light kept bright and 
steady for the poor sailors. This is one 
way that Tom makes, tae money for his 
poor people—his mother pays him for his 
share of the work. 

And then he has what he calls ‘ais 
‘politeness money.” There are many 
visitors to the lighthouse who wish to be 
shown about, and aave things explained 
to them, and it is their pleasure to make

others. And they are extremely for- 

tunate if they discover what their 

“forte” is early in life and follow it. resolutely 

through the windings, and perhaps discouragements 

of adverse fortune, We are indebted to this 

month’s issue of a clever magazine for another 

phrase which closely parallels those we have given 

for sententiousness, if it does not create another and 

finer meaning. The story from which the phrase 

is borrowed relates the amusing efforts of a some- 

what hysterical wife to win back a husband, whom 

she has never really lost, but who has simply drift- 

ed into the assured indifference of happy married 

life. She thinks to arouse his old ardor, the dead- 

sweetness of the romance, by putting him again 

on the “anxious bench” as in courtship. A vivacious 

little French friend tells her that the only hope of 

achieving this deSired end is by “keeping up the 
hoop-la.” 

“My mother,” she says, “was a circus rider. She 
careened around a big sawdust ring on the broad 
back of a big white horse. At each one of the four 
turns of the ring stood a clown with a blazing hoop 
outstretched. As she reached the hoop she deftly, 
gracetully sprung through it, crying in the prettiest, 
quaintest little manner imaginable, ‘hoop-la!’ My 
father first saw her there and he was so completely 
captivated by the subtle, cute little ‘hoop-la,’ that he 
married her on the spot. And, my dear, she was a 
wise woman in her day and generation. She knew 
men, their weakness were on an open book to her,al- 
though she was only a circus rider. My father was 
<. devoted, close lover until the day of his death, 
because she kept up the ‘hoop-la.’” 

That’s it exactly, Keep up the hogp-la. Each 
person has some little trick, some little grace of 
manner, or some subtle superiority of. intellect, 
which is immensely attractive to other people, and 
which can be utilized to worldly and selfish ad- 
vantage in the making of friends and the gaining of 
success. Not to speak of the enjoyment conferred 
on other people. 

There are a great many people, however, who 
make a mistake in discovering their “hoop-la.” 
heir plight is illustrated by the case of the im- 
maculately dressed fop who, in‘alighting. from, a 
moving street car, lost his footing and rolled over 
and over 20 feet and several inches deep in the mud 
and filth of a city pavement. .A little urchin stand- 
‘ing nearby asked anxiously, “Mister, won’t youg 
please do that again; mamma. wasn’t lookin’.” 
Whenever your predicament approaches this grave 
crisis and you discover that your “hoop-la” is the 
laughing stock of others, draw out and start some- 
thing else. People sometimes respect those they 
laugh with; seldom those they laugh at. The camel 
attempting to imitate the monkey's agile dancing is 
another instance of poor judgment in this odd direc- 
tion. The camel certainly did not possess pene- 
tration, or the redeeming sauce-of humor, or he 
would have saved himself from becoming a spec- 
tacle for jeering, unrespecting friends. 

There are many people whose pronounced, most 
efiective “hoop-la” is a closed mouth at all times. 
Unfortunately they are generally the last to realize 
the beauty of keeping it up. But as such maladies 
are invariably incurable, the charity of silence seems 
to be the most appropriate salve. 

We call people “affécted” when they have dis- 
covered their “hoop-la” and operate is continuously 
and openly. We like to admire smartness and the 
indefinable quality called “attraction” in- friends 
and acquaintances, but when one of them begins to 
harp too continuously on one string we are not long 
in finding out it is boring. Be it said to their credit, 
women are generally superior to men in the loca- 
tion and artful manipulation of th® quality under 
discussion. To begin with, they generally possess 
sharper and more easily adjustable perceptive 
power and discovering what most pleases the op- 
posite sex and members of their own, tactfully serve 
the diet in season and out. 

Each reader can fit the “hoop-la” to their own par- 
ticular case. We have tried to draw some lessons 
and to point the way here and there where it ap- 
peared somewhat uncertain. But the simple rela- 
tion of the story in the second paragraph of this 
editorial will serve the purpose with persons of ordi- 
lary intelligence—and they will acknowledge that.

N every period of the 
world’s history, as in al- 
most every community, are 
to be found persons pos- 
sessing distinct individual 
characterfstics, both as to 
speech and as to manner 
of living, stamping them 
as types of a particular 
class. The depiction of the 
life of these characters is 
always full of interest, 
especially so after time has 
served to m@keée the char- 

acters and scenes pictured, occurrences of 
the past. 

Such was the nature and character of 
the writings of that famous Georgian, Au- 
gustus Baldwin Longstreet. He was born 
in Augusta, Ga,, in 179, and became a 
lawyer, legislator, judge of the superior 
court (Georgia), Methodist clergyman, 
president of Emory college, Georgia; Cen- 
tenary college, Louisiana; University of 
Mississippi and College of South Carolina, 
In the year 1870, while still occupying the 
president’s chair of the Mississippi! col- 
lege, his spirit took its flight on the wings 
of the midnight stlence to lands beyond 
the darkness of the grave. 

In his most noted works, called ‘“Geor- 
gia Scenes,” he takes up such typical 
Georgia scenes as “the dance,” introduc- 
ing you to a typical country dance hall; 
“the horse swap,” displaying the pecullar- 
ities of this specimen of humanity; “the 
fight,” a thrilling story of how 4iffer- 
ences were settled; “a native Georgian,” 
being a unique character of peculiar in- 
terest; “the debating society,” a most 
amusing and realistic picture of ar coun- 
try debate; “the militia drill,” a picture 
of early military life that is truly re- 
markable; ‘the turf,” or a story of the 
horse race; ‘“‘the fox hum,” following 
the hounds in the early days, and a num- 
ber of other typical scenes from early 
Georgia life.

Poor Mrs. Pitkethly!—that 
was her name. She endured her lot for 
two years.

Bush romance tends to the tragic. It is 
elemental, terrible, grotesque.

She oaks, the huge gorges riveh in pre- 
historic cataclyms, the vast viaing over

would there be here fore graceful Oread, 
merry Faun, or the good old piping Pan? 

Jebil-debil and the Bunyip come nearer 
to the mark, as tutelary divinities of the 
‘Bush, 

{ never saw the bunyip, but I have met 
who said they had, though they 
could give no satisfactory description of 
this legendary monster; and I have in 
memory lagoons which no black would 
swim across, and where even bullark 
drivers with their teams preferred not te 
choose their camping ground. 

As for Debil-debil, his shapes are vart- 
ous. Sometimes he is a bird, never seen, 
but uttering a doleful wail which has the 
effect of clearing from the spot all black 
humanity. Or he is a fire-god, fierce and 
vengeful, sending madness upon those 
the scrubs—presumably be- 
cause in such moist regions his powers are 
limited. Or he is a gigantic kangaroo, or 
the montsrous snake Wa-wi, large as a 
gum tree, or Murriula, pfotetype of the 
dingo, or native dog. Now he is the 
Shapeless and invisible spirit haunting a 
black’s burial place and causing the tribe 
to migrate; and again, the terrible deity 
sending swift punishment on some hapless 
gin or lubra (a black maiden) who has 
violated the aboriginal code of laws, in 
some respects curiously Mosaic. The 
metamorphoses of Debil-debil are numer- 
ous as the avatars of Vishnu, and his 
power to kill, uncircumscribed. When a 
black fellow wants to treacherously do 
away with a foe, he secretly cuts off a 
lock of the foe’s hair and buries it, in- 
voking Debil-debil, who speedily brings it 
about that the enemy gives up the ghost. 
Another method equally efficacious, is to 
point at the intended vietim a bone pre- 
pared by a native doctor, soaked in hu- 
man blood end dried over the smoke of 
certain wood, after which soon the tribe 
knows that man no more. There is no 
end to the superstitions concerning Debii- 
debil—& European graft upon aboriginal 
mythology. 

There are spirits too who inhabit caves 
and others that glide above, from tree to 
tree. Riding through the Bush ona moon- 
light night, with the eerie shadows, the 
monstrous shapes of vegetation, the un- 
canny cries and creepy mutteri 
bird, beast and reptile, any legead imians 
secm ta have its foundation in reality 
More especially, if the bush be a gidya 
scrub in a drought. Then the gray ghost- 
iy foliage, and black trunks rise from a 
bare white ground on which the shadows 
loox like moving things, while a faint 
sickly odor, resembling that of a corpse 
comes from the trees, for the gidya 
poisons the ground, so that only salt bush 
grows beneath it. I know a road through 
such a gidya scrub, beside which is a 
rude bush grave, and I have heard the 
most matter-of-fact stockmen Say that 
they didn’t like riding along that road on 
a moonlight night.

How Many a 
nameless grave has been dug by passing 
stockrider, into which have been put the 
grisly remains of some poor Wretch who 
has laid down under a gum tree and 
breathed his last breath.

Pray heaven that a; soul thus 
ushered without benefit of clergy across 
the big border may meet with tenderer 
treatment tHan -has been accorded it 
here!

his kingdom by the “knocking down of 
the check,’ as bush elang puts it. He 
Was a strange, mad creature—Willlam 
Stafford Perrot he called himself—one 
time sauverintendernt on a station, and 
afterwards ostler in an inn—I have heard 


bled, joked and adventured, and had even 
then a wild career behind him. He had 
been shipwrecked originally on the South 
American coast, had lived among wander- 
ing Indians, conveyed llamas to port, 
worked in a copper mine, and learned 
the art of throwing the machete—it was 
not safe to be with him and his Mexican 
knife during a drinking bout.

niter, soda and salt deposits have been 
located within the past few months. The 
Valley is literally a vast 
chemical! laboratory 
where nature has com- 
pounded and stored 
Chemical drugs by the millions of 
Laboratory tons. It is the drug 
store of the universe. 
There aré several different forms in 
which bordx ocours in nature. It is 
found in solution in some of the lakes 
and pools, from which it is obtained by 
evaporation; in salts or crystals known 
as boreat, which requires no other treat- 
ment than to be dissolved in vats of 
boiling water and then allowed to again 
crystallize; and it is found in the form 
of ‘‘cotton balls,’”’ as the round masses 
of ulexite are called, masses varying in 
size from @ rifle ball to a bushel basket. 
The finest borax on the market is made 


from these ‘‘cotton balls.’”” The balls, 
when broken, are fibrous and wooly in 
appearance, hence the name. When 
brought to the works at the desert city 
of Daggett the lumps are fed into the 
mammoth iron jaws of a crusher which 
breaks them into uniform lumps about 
the size of chestnuts. These lumps are 
then fed to the grinder, which reduces 
them to a powder, and the powder is 
in turn passed between rollers like those 
used in the manufacture of the fifest 
grades of wheat flour. From these roll- 
ers it comes forth as fine as the product 
of the wheat of which our choicest bread 
is made. It is then mixed with carbonate 
of soda, also mined in Death Valiey, and 
the mixture is thrown into vats of boil- 
ing water and agitated by means of re- 
volving wheels till the mass is dissotved 
and thoroughly mixed. From this com- 
pound is precipitated two powders, one 


the borax of commerce, the other the 
well-known product styled salsoda. 
Borax from Death Valley first entered 
the markets about twenty years ago. It 
Was mined from deposits found in the 
Calico mountains and from one or two 
Sinks in the valley, and it was hauled 
out of the valley and for more than one 
hundred miles across. the Mojave dédsert 
in wagons drawn by teams consisting of 
eighteen to thirty-two mules each. Dur- 
ing the five or six years following the 
opening of the mines, large quantities of 
borax were taken out and placed upon 
the market. Then, in the spring of 1888, 
the mines were closed because. it was 
impossible to find men to work the mines 
or drive the mules. It became known 
that few of the men who entered the 
mines came out alive. Six or seven 
months was the limit. At the end of 
that period the miner succumbed to the 
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Traction Engine Used in Borax Mines in Death Valley. 


terrific heat and the poisonous at- 
mosphere, or else was a brokén down 
invalid incapable of doing further work. 
It came to be considered a form of sui- 
cide to engage in the work, coOnsequent- 
ly the mine owners were unabie to con- 
tinue operations, 

Now, after fourteen years of idleness, 
the mines have again been opened. Better 
equipment and moré modern appliances, 
together with additional comforts for 
those engaged in the work, -haye tended 
to make the business less hazardous, and 
men have consented to risk their lives 
in consideration for the handsomé wages 
paid for their services. 

The mule and horse are still used to 
haul the product of the mines across the 
hundred mile stretch of desert to the 
reduction works at Daggett, but at the 
mines great traction engines, weighing 
hundreds of tons, are used to haul the 


stuff out to the gateway of the valley. 

The desert borax Wagons are a marvel 
all of themselves, The wagon proper 
is made to hold 10 tons of borax, and 
it has a bed 16 feet long 
by 4 feet in width, and 
sides 6 feet high. The 
hind wheels are 7 feet in 
diameter and the forward 
wheels 5 feet in diameter. 
: They are fitted with tires 
8 inches wide and an inch thick. and the 
empty Wagon, complete, weighs 7,800 
pounds, In addition to this combined 
weight of wagon and joad, amounting to 
about 14 tons, is the trailer, as is called 
the water wagon which it is necessary to 
attach to the train, in order that man and 
beast may not perish of thirst In the jour- 
ney, so that altogether the plucky teams 
have to haul about 20 tons burden—neariy 
or quite a ton to the beast.

Then wonderful changes will take place 
in Death Valley. The great deposits of 
niter, the vast salt beds. the 6o fields, 
the epsom salt springs, the immense de- 
posits of gold and copper ores, will be util- 
ized and taken from this dread region to 
help enrich the world It is then possidle 
that in this locality, whieh is now a 
synonym for death, may spring up a 
city wherein people may live, prosper and 
be happy. .

How Tildy Was Received by 
the President 

Mar@waret Richards’ pretty story of Toby 
and President Roosevelt reminds me of a 
similar ineident which occurred during 
what we M&shville folk call the ‘‘centen- 
nial summer’’—the summer of 1897. 

President McKinley and his wife visited 
Nashville to see the Centennial exhibit. 
A public reception was given them in the 
woman’s building. The receiving party, 
composed of the president and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley and a number of prominent Ten- 
nessee women, were separated from the 
throng by a rope stretched across the 
room, the guests passing along this in 
single file. The president of the woman’s 
board, who stood at the head of the re- 
ceiving party, asked each of us our name, 
and, turning, presented us to Mr. McKin- 
ley, who warmly grasped us by the hand 
and, still retaining it, turned to his wife, 
saying, ‘“‘Miss Blank, my wife, Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley.’’ The sweet little invalid wife was 
seated, but bowed very graciously. 

Of course, there was an immense crush 
at this reception, and stationed at the 
door were many policemen. But, in spite 
of the vigilance of these blue-coated gen- 
tlemen, a little darky—a mite of black 
humanity, perhaps 9 years old—had slip- 
ped in. 

She was close behind me in the line, 
and when I had been recsived by the 
president and his charming wife, it was 
the turn of the littie négro girl. 

The president of the woman's board 
looked nonplussed for an instant, but 
then with the tact and kindness of her 
southern blood stooped down and askéd 
the child her name. “Tildy, ma'am,” 
she stammered, with eyes like white 
saucers. The lady, turning 40 the presi- 
dent of thé United States, repeated very 
Cistinetly the child’s name. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley cordially took Tildy's tiny brown 
nand in his white shapely one and, turn- 
ing to his wife; said, “Tildy, my wife, 
Mrs, MckKinley.’’ And the first lady of 
the land graciously bowed her head. 

From that moment my respect and ad- 
miration for the martyred president in- 
creased—and I am the warmest kind of 
a rebel, too! 

Tildy was the ofly negro, I believe, 
who had an introduction to Mr, McKinley 
during his stay in Nashville; and I assure 
you it was no “Booker T.”’ incident.

you have often to hunt for the stores 
that you want. The people are very con- 
servative. They stick top the merchants 
with whom they are accystomed to deal, 
and for this reason it will pay well to 
cultivate them as to American trade: 

In a ride with Consul Lieberknecht one 
afternoon we rode by the Zurich Tonhalle 
and other charitable bulldings. The Ton- 
halle is one of the features of almost 
every Swiss city. It is a public amuse- 
ment building, containing a.good restau- 
rant, a theater and a concert room. 

It was built with private funds, and 1s 
owned by a private company, but the city 
gives $4,000 a year to its support. The 
people feel that they get more than this 
out of it in having cheap music and a 
g£00d amusement place for themselves and 
the traveling public. There are beautiful 
casinos at Geneva and Lucerne, with 
reading, concert and ball rooms, restau- 
rant, theaters and gardens. You can go 
into the gardens free and listen to the 
concert which is held daily at 4 p. m. 

I find that the department stores are 
slowly but surely making their way into 
Europe. Paris has had them for many 
years, but the other cities are just be- 
ginning to adopt them, and I find several 
here in Switzerland. There is one in the 
heart of the city which looks as though 
it might have been lifted up out of an 
American town and dropped down intp 
the Alps. Its walls are of iron and glass, 
and it is constructed In much the same 
way as our stores. It has, however, about 
two clerks to our one, and tnstead of 
using the cash carrier system or the casn 
bey it has little cash desks hére and there 
en every floor and the purchaser has to. 
pay all his bills at these desks, the clerk 
who has made the sale going with him 
and carrying the goods to be there wrap- 
ped up. The clerks are not allowed to 
handle the money, and the system is al- 
together most clumsy and inconvenient 
to the purchaser. 

Zurich does a big business in silk. It 
competes with Lyons as.to certain goods, 
and it has wholesale silk stores which 
compare favorably with any I saw in 
France. The silks are made to suit the 
foreign demand and also to catch the eye 
of the tourist. I bought, among’ other 
things, an American flag woven in Zuricn 
as a souvenir, and was offered no end of 
Italian blankets .made by the Swiss of 
refuse silk for the tourist trade. 

I say Italian blankets, for the Swiss are 
great imitators. Like the Germans, they 
copy the goodss of other countries, and | 
am told they do this even to the trade 
marks. One instance I know of was thet 
of the McCormick reaper. The Swiss 
saw these macnaines were selling well 
with their farmers, and one firm imitated 
them and put a fac-simile on the market, 
which it named “the Cormick.”’ Of course 
the American McCormick company ob- 
jected, and as the steal] was,so apparent 
the Swiss were compelled to changé tae 
name to the Helvetia, although they did 
not alter the make of the machine. 

This makes me think of a revolver ] 
saw in South America waich was the ex- 
act copy of a well-known American 
wake. It was manufactured by the Ger- 
mans and bore upon its side the legend 
‘Smith & Wesson cartridges must be 
used with this revolver.'’ The "Smith & 
Wesson” were in Jarge letters and the 
remainder'in small, so that the South 
Amerféan wao could only read Spanish 
and could make’ out nothing but these 
words thought he was buying a genuine 
American gun, whereas he got a cheap 
and nasty German imitation 

I came near being arrested today. I was 
coming from the bank with my maljl and 
cut open a letter from the 
editor of tais newspaper 
‘and thrown the envelope 
on the street. A police- 
man came up to me and 
eyed me sternly as hé 
pointed to ft.

cleanliness. All the people are expected 
to keep the streets clean in front of their 
houses, and the police help them. The 
résult is that Zurica looks Uke a Dutch 
kitchen and the whole town is spick and 
span. The streets are well kept and ais 
rélaid whenever they show signs of going 
into ruts. 


Some of the Swiss roads are paved with 
eobbles. I. went over such an One thia 
afternoon waich the jaborers were repair- | 


ing. There were pérhaps a dozen men 
at work laying the stones, and it seemed 
to me that they did it in a most leisurely 
way. Each mason had a milking stool 
to sit on .~as he worked, and I photwu. 
graphed one in the act. He was pleased 
to have fRis picture taken, and I fell into 
conversation with him. He told me that 
his wages were 8 cents an hour and that 
he usually made 80 cents for his day of 
ten hours. 

In eoming back on the street car [ asked 
the egonducteor what he was paid, and 
found that he got the same as the mason 
—80 cents—but that his day was twelve 
hours instead of ten, Car employees who 
have been long with the company some- 
times receive as much as 9 and 9% cents 
a day, but there are very few who re 
as high as $1 for a day of twelve hours. 
The normal Swiss working day is eleven 
hours, and wages range from 50 certs up- 
ward. There are many hands in the silk 
factories who do not get mare than this 
and some who get lags, The wages are 
low in the embroidery mills and also in 
those weaving cotton, although in the lat- 
ter much of the work is done by piece. 
and skilled employees make what are here 
considered fair wages. 

And still the workingmen in Switzerland 
have their organizations. There are work- 
ingmen’s societies nearly everywhere. The 
government has passed factory laws, and 
a few vears ago it was found that there 
were 6,000 factories under these laws; they 
employed 200,000 men. Many of the can- 
tons have their own labor regulations. In 
some there are labot bureaus and techni- 
eal schools. The workingmen combine te- 
gether to further their interests, and 
they have succeeded in getting legislation 
by appealing to the Swiss congress. As it 
ig now the railway companies are liable ty 
damages from men seriously hurt while in 
their employ, and if a man is injured in 
a factory the owner of the factory can be 
made to pay as much as six times the 
amount of his yearly earnings, or a maxi- 
mum of $1,200. 

Some of the saddest scenes here are 
the women at work. They perform all 
kinds of labor, and I have seen many a 
gray haired dame with the sweat stream- 
ing down her wrinkles. You see girls 
pitching and raking hay and _  spading 
and hoeing in the flelds. You see them 
going over the roads with great loads 
on their backs, and in the Alps you may 
meet them toiling along with baskets 
full of manure strapped to them. The 
manure comes from the barns and°* is 
being carried up to be spread over the 
pastures on the side of the hills: I have 
seen women pushing carts, harnessed up 
with dogs, and I frequently see them 
sawing wood in the streets. Another 
sight of a more modern type is a Swiss\ 
girl riding an American mowing machins, 
pulled by two cows, for, indeed, cows 
are also worked, and for labor there is 
no distinction of sex either bovine or 
human. The cows are worked in most 
parts of Switzerland. They are some- 
times harnessed up with oxen, and [ 
frequently see a cow and a horse pulling 
along side by side. 

Returning to the women of Switzer- 
land, they are used very largely as clerks 
in the stores. Some have government 
offices and you find them acting as cash- 
lets in the cafes and restaurants. They 
are ag good in a business way as their 
French sisters, and, like the Frenth wo- 
men, are among the thriftiest of their 
Bex.

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Americans Misled by Mirage of Mexican 
Rubber Culture; Important Facts

GREAT many good Amert- 
can dollare have been lost, 
strayed or stolen in agri- 
cyltural schemes in Mexi- 
co, and it is highly prob- 
able that many more will 
meet the same fate. There 
is a pile of several hun- 
dred letters at the Amerl- 
can consulate from men 
wanting to know all about 
rubber cultivation. Bvery 
mother’s son of them 
wants all the inside facts 

nua wants them quick, so he can get in 
on the ground floor. In the course of 
time each one of these inquiries will re- 
ceive a polite note telling him that this 
particular industry !s in an experimental 
state and advising him to proceed Cau- 
tiously in making investments, 

Some will heed the warning, while 
others will think thé official is trying te 
proteet the ‘‘snap’’ for his friends, or that 
he is not aware of the ‘‘golden opportu- 
nity” that is so generously offered in the 
neatly printed circular, Listen to this: 
“The merciful hand of Providence has 
bestowed upon the Mexican a magnifi- 
cent land, one that abounds in resources 
of all kinds to such an extent that none 
ought to be poor and where misery ought 
to be unknown. It is a country of incon- 
eeivable fertility and endowed to pro- 
fusion with every gift that man might 
envy or desire.’’ By the time the reader 
wets this far he will begin to think he was 
mighty unlucky for having been born in 
the United States insteaa of Mexico. 

Then follows what purports to be some 
inside facts about the profits of the rub- 
ber business: ‘“The total expense of cul- 
tivating a rypbber plantation of about 
100,000 trees wil] not exceed $25,000 in sil- 
ver, and the yield of the first year’s har- 
vest will bring the planter $100,000, be- 
sides the. product obtained from the corn, 
vanilla beans, cocoa and bananag raised 
from side planting. The net profit on the 
investment. after deducting the entire, 
eost of the land and all expenses up to 
the first year of harvesting, will be $95,000, 
and each of the succeeding harvests fur 
twenty-five or thirty years, will bring a 
steady annual income of $100,000, This is 
400 per cent per annum net profit on the 
inveatment, and the profit will be grad- 
ually inereased from year to year.”” Now 
Mr. Reader, wouldn’t that make you feel 
like separating from your money for a 
few years in order to participate in 


profits like these? ” 
In order to determine just what profits 
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sfeak of 400 per cent—there is enough 
idle capital ready and waiting in the 
United States to plant every acre of land 
suitable to its culture in the world, and 
it would not be necessary to advertise 
to get it either. Whenever a promoter 
offers you several hundred per cent re- 
turns on a scheme just sout one eye and 
hold on to your pocketbook. But then, 
after all, warnings seldom do |ittle goed.”

heen tapped and their products marketed. 
At a plantation near the town of Tuxte- 
pec on the gulf side of the state of Oaxa- 
ea near the line of the state of Veracruz, 
the planter statedgghat he had tapped 350 
®f his trees and @Stained from them 80 
pounds of clean rubber ready for market, 
A few of these trees were planted eight- 
een or twenty vears ago and yielded 
as high as 12 pounds, but the most of 
them were from 7 to 9 years old and the 
average yield of the latter was 2 pounds 
of net rubber to the tree, Five months 
after being tapped these trees Were in 
fine condition, the wounds in the bark be- 
ing filled with the new wood so they Will 
be ready to tap again next season. To pre- 
pare the rubber the sap was caught in 
buckets and poured out on the cement 
floor used for drying coffee. It was al- 
lowed to stand to a depth of 2 inches and 
left for several days to dry in the sun. 
It wae then cut into long strips, rolled 
up into compact form, and shipped in this 
condition. The rubber netted the planter 
$1 per paund in silver.” 

The reader can easily work out the ex- 
ampise. This man got $0 in Mexican 
money, which, on the day this was writ- 
ten. amounted tv but $312 in American 
currency. He had waited on ali the trees 
for trum s@ven tq mine years for his first 
harvest, and on some of them for trom 
eightven to twenty years. On the ones 
for which he had waited seven years he 
got 2 pounds of rubber which brought him 
30 ceats. And yet some fellow had the 
bare-faced gall to issue @ statement 
about realizing ‘400 per cent per annum 
net profit for twenty-five or thirty years.”

money.”’ 

’ From the foregoing it must not be con- 
sidered that Mexico is all bad. It is an 
exceedingly large country  atretching 
across eighteen’ parallels of letitude. Al- 
though it affords a great diversity of soil 
and climate it is more than half desert, 
and hes never ba:n noted in an agricul- 
tural way. The highlands of Mexico are 
girailar to the uplands of Spain and when 
the Spaniards came they naturally toot 
possession of those tracts which were fa- 
miliar to them.

“hot country” people, as 
the folks who live ori the 
isthmis and the south- 
ern part of Mexico are 
called, are better off than 
their desert neighbors, 
They have plenty of wa- 
ter and plenty to eat. Nature has been 
mofe iavish in alloting thelr surround- 
ings, ald as 4 consequence they can mus- 
ter to a higher standard. They are not 
any too fo of work, however, and get 
out of it whenever the opportunity af- 
fords. One example of how they utilize 
all the native resources to save their own 
endeavor is shown in this story which 
comes from the isthmus. Blocks of wood 
are u as fuel.on the locomotives and 
monkeys are trained to throw the chunks 
from the platforms on to the engine ten- 
ders.

The urgent Atlantic fisheries question, 
which has recently ‘been renewed by a 
visit to Washington of Sir Robert Bond, 
Newfoundland’s premier, ‘s very inform- 
ingly discussed in the December number 
of The Atlantic Monthly by Mr. P. -T. 
McGrath, a journalist and publicist of 
St. Johns. As Mr. McGrath points out, 
the proposal to revive the “Bond-Blaine 
eonvention” involves matters of much 
larger moment than a simple economic 
agreement between,a minor British col- 
ony and the United States. He explains 
the part played by, the great fishing in- 
dustry in international economics, and 
affirms with much cogency Newfound- 
land’s crucial position in the fisheries of 
the world. As he remarks, ‘“Newfound- 
land, though she may be insignificant in 
other respects, has, clearly, che chief 
voice in this Atlantic fisheries question, 
and if the present negotiations are of 
nu effect she will probably give a vigor- 
ous demonstration of this fact.”
